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PREFACE 

The  present  bulletin,  one  of  a  series  which  will  deal  with  each  province  in  turn,  gives  for  Alberta  the 
complete  results  of  the  Census  of  Agriculture,  taken  as  of  June  1,  1931. 

The  Introduction  reviews  briefly  the  history  of  agriculture  in  the  province  dating  back  to  the  earliest 
times.  Comparative  statistics  are  given  back  to  1901  for  the  province  as  a  whole.  In  the  general  tables, 
nearly  all  the  data  are  given  by  census  divisions,  and  in  certain  cases  by  municipalities  or  subdivisions. 

When  all  the  provinces  have  been  dealt  with  in  this  way,  the  bulletins  will  be  brought  together  in  one 
volume,  with  a  comprehensive  introduction  and  summary  for  Canada  as  a  whole.  There  is  also  in  the 
course  of  preparation  a  monograph  on  the  agriculture  of  Canada  which  will  analyse  conditions  and  progress 
in  complete  detail. 

The  materials  for  this  Bulletin  were  prepared  under  the  direction  of  A.  J.  Pelletier,  Acting  Chief  of 
the  Branch,  and  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  O.  A.  Lemieux,  M.S.A.,  as  in  charge  of  the  Agri- 
cultural Section  of  the  Census  Branch.

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INTRODUCTION 

This  bulletin  presents  the  statistics  of  agriculture  for  the  province  of  Alberta  as  compiled  from  the 
data  obtained  in  the  census  of  June  1,  1931.  Preliminary  bulletins  have  been  published  giving  the 
number  and  size  of  occupied  farms,  the  number  of  live  stock  on  farms,  acreages,  tenure,  values,  mortgage 
debt,  farm  expenses,  the  acreages  of  the  various  crops  for  1931  and  the  acreages  and  production  for  1930. 
Wherever  possible,  the  figuresfor  previous  censuses  were  included  in  order  to  show  the  development  which 
has  taken  place  between  censuses. 

Date  of  the  Census.— The  census  of  1931,  like  that  of  1921  and  1911,  was  taken  as  of  June  1st,  while 
the  census  of  1901  was  taken  as  of  April  1st,  and  that  of  1891  as  of  April  5th.  This  should  be  kept  in  mind 
when  comparisons  of  live  stock  are  made,  as  a  census  taken  in  June  will  include  a  large  number  of  animals 
not  born  in  April. 

Year  to  which  Census  Figures  Apply. — The  statistics  of  farms,  farm  operators  and  farm  property, 
including  size,  condition,  value,  tenure,  mortgage  debt,  farm  facilities,  animals  and  acreage  under  crops, 
relate  to  June  1,  1931,  while  all  records  of  production,  values  of  farm  products  and  expenses  relate  to  the 
year  1930,  except  those  of  maple  syrup  and  sugar  which  represent  the  1931  crop. 

Method  of  Taking  the  Census. — For  the  purpose  of  taking  the  census,  the  whole  province  was  divided 
into  1,196  enumeration  areas,  950  of  which  contained  farms,  the  remainder  being  located  in  urban  centres. 
An  enumerator  was  appointed  for  each  area,  and  it  was  his  duty  to  visit  every  farm  in  his  district  to  secure 
the  information  asked  for  on  the  agricultural  schedules.  The  information  was  secured  from  the  farmer 
himself  or  from  a  competent  member  of  his  family.  These  schedules  were  then  forwarded  to  Ottawa, 
after  having  been  examined  by  the  census  commissioners,  where  they  were  edited  by  a  trained  staff; 
any  schedule  where  the  information  did  not  appear  correct  was  sent  back  to  the  enumerator  to  obtain 
the  necessary  data  to  complete  the  record. 

To  render  the  collection  of  data  easier  and  more  accurate,  an  advance  schedule  was  mailed  to  every 
farmer  before  the  time  of  taking  the  census  so  that  he  might  have  sufficient  time  to  study  the  schedule 
and  to  prepare  his  answers  before-  the  visit  of  the  enumerator. 

Accuracy  of  Census  Figures. — The  census  figures  are  tabulated  from  information  secured  directly 
from  the  farmers.  Those  relating  to  farm  population,  farm  workers,  tenure,  area  and  condition  of  occupied, 
improved  and  unimproved  lands,  acreages  planted  in  the  spring  of  1931,  farm  mortgages  and  taxes  are 
based  on  facts  which  at  the  time  of  the  visit  of  the  enumerator  were  fresh  in  the  farmer's  mind.  The  value 
of  individual  farms,  buildings,  implements  and  live  stock  at  the  date  of  the  census  also  represent  conditions 
with  which  the  farmer  and  the  enumerator  were  thoroughly  familiar  and  competent  to  record.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  acreage,  production  and  value  of  crops  and  data  concerning  animal  products  for  the  year 
1930  were  in  most  cases  given  by  the  farmer  from  memory,  as  few  farmers  keep  actual  accounts;  however, 
a  close  examination  of  the  farm  schedules  shows  that  enumerators  and  farmers  alike  co-operated  in  the 
most  effective  way  possible  in  the  taking  of  the  census.  In  the  Census  volume  in  which  these  results  are 
finally  reported  a  full  examination  of  the  relation  of  Census  figures  and  marketing  and  other  records  will 
be  presented. 

General  Farm  Schedule. — The  general  farm  schedule  for  the  census  of  1931  contained  605  questions, 
19  of  which  referred  to  operators,  population  and  farm  workers;  7  to  farm  acreage  and  tenure;  10  to  condition 
of  land;  5  to  farm  values  and  mortgage  debt;  9  to  farm  expenses;  21  to  farm  facilities;  165  to  crops  and  their 
disposal;  3  to  irrigation;  149  to  gardens,  orchards,  greenhouses  and  nurseries;  30  to  forest  products  on 
farms;  5  to  maple  products;  14  to  co-operative  marketing;  56  to  the  various  classes  of  live  stock;  27  to  animal 
products;  4  to  young  animals  raised  on  farms;  16  to  animals  slaughtered  on  farms;  28  to  animals  sold  alive; 
23  to  animals  bought  during  1930  by  the  farm  operator;  and  14  to  pure-bred  live  stock. 

There  were  also  two  other  schedules,  one  for  "vacant  and  abandoned  farms"  and  one  for  "non-resident 
farms".  In  previous  censuses,  the  enumerator  was  required  to  obtain  from  each  farm  operator  the  total 
value  of  each  kind  of  grain  or  other  field  crop  produced  on  his  farm  in  the  census  year.  This  inquiry  was 
omitted  from  the  general  farm  schedule  and  instead  the  enumerator  was  required  to  give  an  estimate  of 
the  average  value  per  ton,  bushel  or  pound  of  each  of  the  field  crops  produced  in  his  enumeration  area. 
The  prices  quoted  were  to  be  those  obtained  on  the  average  by  the  farmers  in  the  subdistrict,  at  the 
local  market. 

Several  questions  were  asked  for  the  first  time  in  the  census  of  1931.  These  new  inquiries  were  as 
follows:— 

(1)  Farm  workers,  males  and  females. 

(2)  Farm  population. 

(3)  Movement  of  population,  i.e.,  persons  who  have  left  the  farm  to  live  in  a  city,  town  or  village,  and 
persons  who  have  left  a  city,  town  or  village  to  live  permanently  on  the  farm. 

(4)  The  following  items  of  farm  expenses  were  included:  expenditures  for  spraying  chemicals,  elec- 
tric current  for  light  and  power,  and  taxes  paid  or  payable  on  land  and  buildings. 

(5)  Farm  mortgages. 

(6)  Kind  of  road  adjoining  the  farm. 

(7)  Distance  to  the  nearest  market  town  and  railway  station. 

(8)  The  number  of  binders,  combines,  headers,   threshing  machines,   cream   separators,    milking 
machines  and  silos. 

(9)  The  number  of  farmhouses  having  running  water  in  the  kitchen  and  in  the  bathroom . 

(10)  The  number  of  radios. 

(11)  Animals  bought  in  1930  by  the  farm  operator  and  their  disposition. 
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EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Farm. — A  "farm"  for  census  purposes  consists  of  any  tract  of  land,  whether  owned,  rented  or  operated 
by  a  manager,  of  one  acre  or  more  which  produced  in  the  year  1930  agricultural  products  to  the  value  of 
$50  or  over  or  which  was  under  crop  of  any  kind  or  employed  for  pasturing  in  1931. 

"Vacant"  or  "Abandoned"  Farms. — This  term  refers  to  parcels  of  land,  part  or  all  of  which  had 
been  brought  under  the  plough  and  cropped  but  are  now  unoccupied;  it  refers  to  farms  upon  which  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  breaking  was  done  and  crops  grown,  or  to  farms  upon  which  part  or  all  the  trees  and 
stumps  had  been  cleared  and  cropped  but  are  now  either  "vacant"  or  "abandoned". 

Farm  Workers. — This  term  relates  to  the  number  of  persons,  male  or  female,  who  are  employed  to 
perform  the  work  of  the  farm,  exclusive  of  housework.  These  may  be  members  of  the  family  who  are 
14  years  old  and  over,  or  hired  persons,  either  employed  the  year  round  or  to  do  seasonal  work.  In  the 
case  of  temporarily  hired  employees,  a  certain  amount  of  duplication  is  bound  to  take  place,  because  a 
person  might  have  worked  on  three  or  four  different  farms  during  the  year  1930,  and  in  that  case  would 
have  been  reported  by  each  farm. 

Farm  Population. — Each  farm  operator  was  required  to  give  the  total  number  of  persons  living  on 
the  farm.  The  purpose  of  this  inquiry  was  to  elicit  information  regarding  the  number  of  people  directly 
dependent  on  the  farm  for  their  livelihood. 

Farm  Operator. — This  term  is  employed  in  the  census  to  designate  the  person  who  directly  works 
the  farm  whether  as  owner,  hired  manager,  tenant  or  cropper. 

"Fully  Owned"  Farm. — A  farm  where  the  total  area  is  owned  by  the  operator,  whether  or  not 
the  farm  is  free  of  mortgage  debt. 

"Partly  Owned,  Partly  Rented"  Farm. — A  farm  where  the  operator  owns  a  part  of  the  land  and 
rents  the  remainder. 

Farms  Reporting. — This  term  as  used  in  the  various  tables  means  the  number  of  farms  that  reported 
the  item  in  question. 

Acreage  of  Occupied  Land. — This  acreage  includes  considerable  areas  of  land  which  are  not  actually 
under  cultivation,  and  some  of  it  not  even  under  pasture,  since  the  farmer  was  asked  to  report  all  lands 
under  his  control  or  operated  by  him. 

Improved  Land. — This  term  is  employed  in  the  census  to  mean  all  land  which  has  been  brought 
under  cultivation  and  is  now  fit  for  the  plough,  including  orchards,  gardens  and  land  occupied  by  buildings. 

Farm  Values. — Here  is  meant  the  value  of  the  entire  farm  consisting  of  all  the  land,  whether  owned, 
rented  or  managed  by  the  farm  operator,  and  all  farm  buildings  and  improvements  attached  to  the  land. 
The  enumerator  was  instructed  to  accept  as  true  value  the  amount  for  which  the  farm  would  sell  under 
ordinary  conditions  and  not  at  forced  sale.  The  valuation  given  by  the  person  reporting  was  accepted 
unless  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  such  valuation  was  below  the  actual  value  of  the  farm  or  was  ex- 
aggerated. 

The  value  of  the  buildings  was  not  intended  to  be  the  original  cost  or  the  replacement  value,  but  just 
a  fair  estimate  of  the  buildings  as  they  stood  at  the  date  of  the  census.  This  also  applies  to  the  value 
of  implements  and  machinery  and  the  value  of  live  stock  as  given  by  the  farmer.  These  values  are 
largely  estimates  but  they  are  things  that  the  farmer  as  well  as  the  enumerator  has  experience  in  valuating 
and  can  as  a  rule  be  taken  as  trustworthy. 

Mortgage  Debt. — The  amount  of  mortgage  to  be  reported  was  not  only  the  debt  secured  by  a  "mort- 
gage" but  also  debts  protected  by  deeds  of  trust,  judgments,  or  by  any  legal  instrument  that  partakes 
of  the  nature  of  a  mortgage  and  which  has  the  same  legal  effect.  The  answer  to  this  question  did  not 
include  any  debts  covered  by  crop  liens,  nor  any  debts  secured  by  liens  on  implements  and  machinery  nor 
on  live  stock. 

Taxes. — This  inquiry  related  to  the  farm  property  owned  by  the  operator  and  should  not  include  any 
farm  lands  rented  or  operated  by  managers. 

EARLY  DEVELOPMENTS 

The  first  census  record  of  agriculture  for  the  territory  which  now  approximately  forms  the  province 
of  Alberta  is  to  be  found  in  the  census  of  the  Territories  in  1881.  There  was  at  that  time  in  that  section 
of  the  Prairie  a  population  of  25,378  souls.  There  were  285  farms,  274  of  which  were  occupied  by  the  owner; 
61  were  between  1  and  10  acres  in  size,  9  between  11  and  50  acres,  2  between  51  and  100  acres,  34  between 
101  and  200  acres  and  179  were  200  acres  and  over. 

The  occupied  farms  had  an  area  of  114,031  acres,  14,088  acres  of  which  were  improved,  7,755  acres 
under  crops,  4,354  acres  under  pasture  and  64  acres  under  gardens  and  orchards. 

In  the  year  1880,  2,402  acres  of  wheat  yielded  50,648  bushels,  317  acres  of  potatoes  34,923  bushels  and 
2,247  acres  of  hay  4,491  tons.  There  were  also  harvested  in  that  year  24,680  bushels  of  barley,  33,705 
bushels  of  oats,  771  bushels  of  peas  and  beans,  200  bushels  of  corn,  8,918  bushels  of  turnips  and  995  bushels 
of  other  roots. 

The  settlers  owned  in  the  year  1881,  6,312  horses,  8,258  cattle,  306  sheep  and  1,327  swine.  Table  I 
which  follows  shows  the  development  which  took  place  in  subsequent  years.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that 
from  1881  to  1901  the  number  of  farms  increased  from  285  to  9,479  or  over  33  times,  the  acreage  occupied 
from  114,031  acres  to  2,735,630  acres  or  over  23  times  and  the  improved  acreage  from  14,088  acres  to  474,694 
acres  or  over  33  times.

POPULATION,  FARM  WORKERS,  FARM  HOLDINGS  AND  LAND  AREA,  1931 

The  total  land  area  of  the  province  of  Alberta  is  placed  at  159,232,000  acres  according  to  an  estimate 
made  in  1931;  of  this  area  38,977,457  acres  or  24-5  per  cent  was  occupied  as  farm  land  on  June  1,  1931.  The 
area  of  possible  farm  land  is  estimated  at  87,450,000  acres  and  44-  6  per  cent  of  it  was  occupied  at  the  same 
date.  In  1926,  28,572,987  acres  were  occupied  forming  17-9  per  cent  of  the  total  land  area  and  32-7  per 
cent  of  the  possible  farm  land. 
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A  study  of  Chart  I  together  with  Table  I  shows  that  both  the  rural  and  urban  population  have  been 
increasing  steadily  to  1931,  the  ratio  of  the  rural  population  to  the  total  population  declined  continually 
from  1901  to  1916  but  since  then  has  not  varied  much.  The  number  of  persona  occupied  in  agriculture 
reached  a  maximum  of  145,747  in  1931.

For  the  first  time  in  the  census  of  1931,  a  statement  of  the  farm  population  and  of  the  farm  workers; 
was  required  on  the  agricultural  schedule.  The  farm  population  of  Alberta  was  375,097  or  51-3  per  cent 
of  the  total  population  in  1931  and  82 '8  per  cent  of  the  rural  population.  Here,  comparison  is  not  possible 
with  the  past  censuses,  but  it  shows  that  17-2  per  cent  of  the  rural  population  has  no  connection  with  the 
farm  and  represents  principally  persons  living  in  small  hamlets.  Of  the  persons  occupied  in  agriculture 
(Table  II)  129,077  were  members  of  the  family,  7,200  were  permanently  hired  men  and  86,116  were  temp- 
orarily employed.  In  the  year  1930,  $16,606,260  were  paid  for  1,038,418  weeks  of  hired  labour  by  39,454 
farmers,  an  average  of  $420.90  per  farm.  The  remainder  of  the  farmers  of  Alberta  do  not  have  to  depend 
upon  outside  labour  for  their  farm  operations.  If  374,400  weeks  are  taken  from  the  total  to  allow  for  the 
time  taken  by  the  7,200  permanent  employees,  there  remains  for  the  86,116  temporarily  employed  persona 
664,018  weeks  or  7' 7  weeks  per  person. 

Table  II  gives  the  number  of  farm  workers  and  the  number  of  weeks  of  hired  labour  in  1930  by  size> 
of  farm  and  per  1,000  acres  of  occupied  and  improved  land,  1931.

This  table  indicates  that  small  farms  have  more  farm  workers  per  acre  of  occupied  and  of  improved 
land  than  the  larger  ones. 

Movement  of  Population. — During  the  year  June  1,  1930  to  May  31,  1931,  there  were  3,057  persons 
who  left  the  farm  to  go  to  a  city,  town  or  village  and  3,228  who  left  cities,  towns  or  villages  to  go  to  farms 
making  a  net  increase  in  the  farm  population  of  171  persons.  This  net  increase  was  made  up  of  an  increase 
of  246  males  and  a  decrease  of  75  females. 

Condition  of  Farm  Land. — Table  I  and  Chart  II  show  that  the  improved  acreage  has  increased  to 
a  maximum  of  17,748,518  acres  in  1931;  between  1901  and  1911  the  increases  were  phenomenal.  The  acreage 
of  occupied  land  has  also  increased  to  a  maximum  of  38,977,457  acres  in  1931.  Between  the  years  1885 
and  1901  the  increase  in  the  occupied  area  was  not  so  great  as  in  the  case  of  the  improved  acreage,  but 
between  1901  and  1911  there  was  more  than  a  five  hundred  per  cent  increase.  In  1885  the  average  acreage 
of  occupied  land  was  1,571-1  acres  per  farm,  but  in  1901  it  had  dropped  to  288-6  acres  and  in  1911  to  286-7 
and  from  then  it  increased  to  a  maximum  of  400-1  acres  in  1931.  The  average  acreage  of  improved  land 
per  farm  increased  continually  from  14-9  acres  in  1885  to  182-2  acres  in  1931.  The  high  average  acreage  of 
occupied  land  in  1885  is  due  to  the  predominance  of  ranching  during  the  early  years  of  settlement  in  Alberta. 
The  number  of  occupied  farms  grew  continually  from  1,091  in  1885  to  97,408  in  1931  with  the  exception  of 
the  period  between  1921  and  1926  when  there  was  a  decrease  in  number.  The  ratio  of  improved  land  to 
occupied  land  has  increased  from  1-0  per  cent  in  1885  to  46-2  per  cent  in  1926  and  45-5  per  cent  in  1931. 

The  area  under  field  crops  in  1931  was  12,037,394  acres  as  compared  to  9,166,700  acres  in  1926  an  increase 
of  31  •  3  per  cent.  There  were  increases  in  each  census  in  the  area  under  field  crops.  These  were  especially 
large  in  the  early  censuses.     (.See  Chart  II) . 

CHART    II.— ACREAGE  OCCUPIED,  IMPROVED  AND  IN  FIELD  CROPS, 
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Table  III  gives  the  per  cent  distribution  of  land  according  to  its  condition  and  use  from  1901  to  1931. 

This  table  shows  that  between  1901  and  1926  the  percentages  of  the  occupied  land  which  was  improved 
and  in  field  crops  continually  increased.  They  declined  slightly  in  the  five-year  period  after  1926.  The 
proportion  of  acreage  under  fallow  increased  rapidly  between  1911  and  1921.  The  proportion  of  the  total 
provided  by  the  improved  land  in  pasture,  although  small  increased  between  1921  and  1931,  the  only  period 
for  which  the  information  is  available.  The  percentage  in  woodland  varied  considerably,  increasing 
rapidly  from  1911  to  1916,  declining  from  then  until  1921  and  again  increasing.  The  percentage  in  prairie 
or  natural  pasture  declined  steadily  from  1911  to  1931.

SIZE  OF  FARMS 


Farms  by  Size. — Table  IV  shows  the  distribution  of  farm  holdings  by  size  from  1901  to  1931  and  also 
the  per  cent  distribution  for  these  years.  In  1901,  1911  and  1916  the  largest  size  group  was  that  between 
101  and  200  acres.  But  from  1921  to  1931  the  farms  201  acres  and  over  have  formed  the  largest  size  group, 
second  place  being  taken  by  the  farms  from  101  to  200  acres.  In  each  census  almost  all  of  the  farms  in  the 
province  have  been  in  one  of  these  two  size  classes.  In  1901  the  percentage  of  farms  101  acres  and  over 
was  96-7  and  in  1931  it  was  95-3.

Table  V  gives  the  number  of  farms  and  their  acreage  classified  according  to  size  for  1921  and  1931 
together  with  the  numerical  and  proportional  increase  or  decrease  during  the  period  along  with  the  per 
cent  distribution. 

The  number  of  farms  of  1  to  4  acres  increased  by  134-6  per  centand  the  acreage  by  145-0  per  cent;  and 
the  5  to  10  acres  group  increased  102  •  0  per  cent  in  number  and  92  •  3  per  cent  in  area  during  the  last  decade. 
There  were  also  increases  in  the  group  from  11  to  50  acres  of  115-0  per  cent  in  number  and  106-6  per  cent  in 
area  and  in  the  group  from  51  to  100  acres  of  45 -9  per  cent  in  number  and  of  14  1  per  cent  in  area.  In  1931 
these  four  smaller  size  groups  constituted  4  ■  6  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  farms  and  0  ■  52  per  cent  of  the 
total  area  compared  with  3-1  per  cent  of  the  number  and  0-37  per  cent  of  the  area  in  1921.  The  group  of 
farms  between  101  and  200  acres  increased  by  11 -5  per  cent  in  number  and  11 -3  per  cent  in  area,  constituting 
the  second  largest  group  of  farms  in  both  number  and  area  in  each  census.  In  1931  these  farms  were  40-4 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  and  16-0  per  cent  of  the  total  area  compared  with  42-5  and  19-2  per  cent  res- 
pectively in  1921.  The  farms  from  201  to  299  acres  increased  by  36-8  per  cent  in  number  and  37-6  per  cent 
in  area,  being  3  ■  4  per  cent  of  the  total  number  and  2  ■  1  per  cent  of  the  total  area.  The  largest  group  of  farms, 
falling  in  the  class  300  acres  and  over,  increased  17-5  per  cent  in  number  and  38-5  per  cent  in  area  during  the 
decade  1921-1931.  This  group  was  51-6  per  cent  of  the  total  number  and  81-4  per  cent  of  the  area  as  com- 
pared with  the  percentages  of  51-5  and  78-3  respectively  in  1921.

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TENURE  OF  FARMS 

The  classification  of  farm  holdings  and  farm  acreages  according  to  tenure  from  1901  to  1931  is  shown 
in  Table  1  (General  Tables)  and  the  tenure  of  farms  classified  according  to  size  for  1921  and  1931  in  Table  i 
(General  Tables).  In  1931  of  the  97,408  farms,  70,751  were  operated  by  "full  owners",  309  by  managers, 
11,808  by  tenants  and  14,540  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants  or  operators  who  own  part  of  their  farm  and 
rent  the  rest.  These  figures  represent  an  increase  of  4,851  owners  or  7-4  per  cent,  a  decrease  of  420  managers 
or  57-6  per  cent,  and  increases  of  3,736  tenants  or  46-3  per  cent  and  6,287  part  owners  and  part  tenants  or 
76-2  per  cent  during  the  decade  between  1921  and  1931.  It  should  be  remembered  in  this  comparison 
that  the  total  number  of  farms  in  Alberta  increased  during  the  decade  by  14,454  or  17-4  per  cent.  Table 
VI  gives  the  percentage  of  the  total  number  of  farms  under  each  type  of  tenure  from  1901  to  1931.

This  table  reveals  the  changes  in  tenure  that  have  taken  place.  The  significant  change  has  been  the 
decline  in  the  percentage  of  farms  owned  between  1901  and  1926  accompanied  by  the  increase  in  the  percent- 
ages of  farms  operated  by  tenants  and  by  part  owners  and  part  tenants.  This  movement  was  interrupted 
slightly  between  1926  and  1931  when  the  percentage  of  owners  increased  from  70-6  to  73-0  while  the  per- 
centage of  tenants  declined  from  14-6  to  12-1. 

Table  VII  shows  that  there  have  been  increases  in  the  acreage  of  farms  of  each  kind  of  tenure  between 
1926  and  1931.  The  increase  in  the  acreage  of  the  owned  farms  was  30-1  per  cent,  in  the  managed  1-8  per 
cent,  in  the  rented  31-0  per  cent  and  in  the  partly  owned,  partly  rented  58-1  per  cent.  Between  1921  and 
1926  the  owned  farms  declined  20-3  per  cent  and  the  managed  farms  19-7  per  cent  while  the  rented  farms 
increased  40-9  per  cent  and  the  partly  owned,  partly  rented  also  increased  42-2  per  cent.

Table  VIII  gives  the  average  acreage  of  farms  under  various  tenures  from  1921  to  1931.  The  average 
acreage  of  all  farms  increased  by  47-0  acres  during  the  decade.  The  decline  in  the  average  acreage  of 
owned  farms  was  10-3  acres  while  the  increase  in  the  average  acreage  of  the  managed  farms  was  1,255-7 
acres,  in  the  rented  farms  102-2  acres  and  in  the  partly  owned  and  partly  rented  farms  174-4  acres. 
Between  1921  and  1926  the  decline  in  the  average  acreage  of  owned  farms  was  6-8  acres,  in  managed  farms 
264-3  acres  while  in  rented  farms  the  increase  was  5-4  acres.  Between  1926  and  1931  the  only  decline 
in  average  acreage  was  in  that  of  owned  farms  which  decreased  3-5  acres.  The  average  acreage  of  the 
managed  farms  was  the  highest  in  each  census  and  that  of  the  partly  owned  and  partly  rented  farms 
was  next.

Farms  Partly  Owned,  Partly  Rented. — This  class  refers  to  farms  where  the  operator  owns  part  of 
the  farm  and  rents  part.  This  is  a  normal  condition  where  farmers  rent  a  part  of  a  farm  before  eventually 
buying  it.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  average  area  of  these  farms  is  much  larger  than  any  other 
with  the  exception  of  managed  farms.  Table  IX  gives  the  proportion  and  the  average  acreage  owned 
and  rented  of  these  farms  for  1921,  1926  and  1931.  Between  1921  and  1926  the  total  acreage  of  these  farms 
increased  42  •  2  per  cent  and  between  1926  and  1931  by  58  •  1  per  cent.  The  owned  acreage  increased  31-7  per 
cent  between  1921  and  1926  and  48-1  per  cent  between  1926  and  1931  while  the  rented  acreage  increased 
54-5  per  cent  and  68-0  per  cent  respectively  during  the  same  periods.  Of  the  total  acreage  54-0  per  cent 
was  owned  in  1921  as  compared  with  50-0  per  cent  in  1926  and  46-8  per  cent  in  1931.

Rented  Farms. — From  1921  to  1926  the  increase  in  the  number  of  rented  farms  was  3,142  or  38-9  per 
cent  while  from  1926  to  1931  it  was  594  or  5  ■  3  per  cent.  As  already  shown  in  Table  VIII  the  average  acreage 
of  rented  farms  increased  from  390-5  in  1921  to  395-9  in  1926  and  to  492-7  acres  per  farm  in  1931. 

In  1931,  for  2,685  of  the  rented  farms  representing  2,187,812  acres  the  rent  was  paid  in  cash,  for  9,014 
farms  representing  3,560,074  acres  it  was  paid  in  shares  and  for  109  farms  representing  69,793  acres  it  was 
paid  partly  in  cash  and  partly  in  shares. 

Similarly  for  the  rented  part  of  the  partly  owned  and  partly  rented  farms,  5,291  farmers  paid  a  cash 
rent  for  3,165,983  acres  and  9,249  farmers  paid  in  shares  for  the  rent  of  3,073,192  acres. 

In  1930,  $1,145,910  cash  rent  was  paid  for  the  rented  farm  land.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  calculate 
the  value  of  the  rent  paid  in  shares  in  that  year.  In  1920,  on  the  other  hand,  the  value  of  the  rent  paid, 
$11,141,168,  included  an  estimate  of  the  rent  paid  in  shares.  Since  most  of  the  rented  land  in  Alberta 
is  rented  on  a  share  basis  a  comparison  of  the  average  rent  paid  per  acre  in  these  two  censuses  is  not  valid. 

Table  X  gives  the  acreage  rented  and  improved  and  the  average  rent  per  acre  of  occupied  and 
improved  land  paid  by  cash  tenants  in  1930  classified  according  to  size  of  farm.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  there  is  proportionally  more  land  improved  in  the  smaller  size  groups  than  in  the  larger  ones. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  rent  per  acre  decreases  from  $26.61  on  the  farms  of  1  to  4  acres  to  $0.10  on 
the  farms  640  acres  and  over.  One  reason  for  the  low  rent  per  acre  paid  on  the  larger  farms  in  Alberta 
is  the  prevalence  of  government  grazing  leases  on  these  farms.  In  1931  the  area  held  under  grazing  lease"! 
was  over  three  million  acres.

This  table  indicates  that  in  1931  the  tenants  occupied  a  larger  percentage  of  the  smaller  farms  than 
they  did  of  the  other  classes  whereas  the  part  owners  and  part  tenants  were  most  numerous  proportion- 
ately on  the  farms  300  acres  and  over.  In  every  size  group  the  owners  occupied  the  largest  proportion 
of  farms.  The  proportion  was  largest  in  the  classes  from  51  to  200  acres  and  smallest  on  the  farms  300 
acres  and  over.    Managers  did  not  operate  a  large  percentage  of  farms  in  any  class. 


VALUE  OF  FARM  PROPERTY 

Tables  1  and  5  (General  Tables)  give  the  value  of  farm  property  and  the  average  value  per  farm, 
per  acre  and  per  acre  of  improved  land  from  1901  to  1931  and  Table  XII  shows  the  percentages  of  the 
increase  in  farm  values  for  the  same  period. 

The  total  value  of  farm  property  decreased  in  the  ten-year  period  from  1921  to  1931  by  $99,005,160  or 
10-2  per  cent.  From  1921  to  1926  the  decline  was  18-4  per  cent  but  from  1926  to  1931  there  was  an  increase 
of  10-0  per  cent.  The  average  value  of  farms  in  Alberta  in  1931  was  $8,926  as  compared  with  $10,247  in 
1926,  $11,675  in  1921,  $8,845  in  1916,  $8,134  in  1911  and  $3,661  in  1901,  a  decrease  of  12-9  per  cent  between 
1926  and  1931,  12-2  per  cent  between  1921  and  1926,  but  increases  of  32-0  per  cent  between  1916  and  1921, 
of  8-7  per  cent  between  1911  and  1916  and  of  122-2  per  cent  between  1901  and  1911.  The  value  of  farm 
property  per  farm  has  increased  143-8  per  cent  during  the  thirty-year  period  between  1901  and  1931. 

The  average  value  of  farm  property  per  acre  was  $22.31  in  1931  as  compared  with  $27.66  in  1926  and 
$33.06  in  1921,  a  decrease  of  19-3  per  cent  between  1926  and  1931  and  of  16-3  per  cent  between  1921  and  1926. 

The  value  of  land  itself  apart  from  the  value  of  buildings,  implements  and  machinery  and  live  stock 
increased  8-9  per  cent  between  1926  and  1931  but  decreased  19-7  per  cent  from  1921  to  1926.  There  were 
decreases  in  both  these  periods  in  the  average  value  per  farm,  per  acre  occupied  and  per  acre  improved.

The  value  of  buildings  increased  17-1  per  cent  between  1926  and  1931  but  declined  3-7  per  cent  between 
1921  and  1926.  The  average  value  of  buildings  per  farm  increased  272-0  per  cent  in  the  thirty-year  period 
from  1901  to  1931. 

The  value  of  implements  and  machinery  increased  32-4  per  cent  between  1926  and  1931  and  declined 
11-1  per  cent  between  1921  and  1926.  The  increase  in  the  average  value  per  farm  between  1901  and  1931 
was  419-1  per  cent.

The  decline  in  the  value  of  live  stock  after  1921  was  greater  than  in  any  other  class  of  property.  Be- 
tween 1926  and  1931  the  average  value  of  live  stock  per  farm  declined  31-8  per  cent  and  25-7  per  cent  be- 
tween 1921  and  1926. 

Table  XIII  gives  the  per  cent  distribution  of  the  value  of  farm  property  from  1901  to  1931,  and  shows 
that  the  percentage  of  value  provided  by  land  was  at  a  maximum  in  1911.  In  that  year  the  percentages 
of  value  in  buildings  and  in  implements  and  machinery  were  at  their  lowest  point  but  they  increased  stead- 
ily after  that.    The  percentage  of  value  in  live  stock  was  at  a  maximum  in  1901  and  at  a  minimum  in  1931.

In  the  thirty-year  period  between  1901  and  1931  the  ratio  of  the  value  of  land  to  the  value  of  the  whole 
property  including  land  and  buildings,  implements  and  machinery  and  live  stock  has  increased  23-5  per 
cent.  The  ratio  of  the  value  of  buildings  to  the  value  of  the  whole  property  has  increased  by  5  •  5  per  cent 
and  implements  and  machinery  by  7-1  per  cent  while  the  value  of  live  stock  has  decreased  by  36-1  per 
cent. 


FARM  MORTGAGES 

For  the  first  time  in  a  Canadian  census  the  farm  operator  was  required  in  1931  to  state  the  amount  of 
mortgage  on  all  lands  owned  and  operated  by  him.  Tenants  were  not  asked  this  question  and  the  part 
owners  and  part  tenants  were  asked  to  report  only  for  the  part  of  the  farm  which  they  owned.  Con- 
sequently the  rented  lands  in  the  province  were  not  taken  into  consideration  in  this  inquiry.  Table  23 
(General  Tables)  gives  in  detail  the  information  regarding  farm  mortgages. 

For  the  purposes  of  calculations  and  in  order  to  state  the  ratio  of  the  mortgage  debt  to  the  value  of  the 
farm  (land  and  buildings),  only  the  "fully  owned"  farms  were  considered,  because  in  the  case  of  the  "partly 
owned  and  partly  rented"  farms,  the  value  of  the  farm  was  stated  as  a  whole,  consequently  it  is  impossible 
to  determine  the  value  of  the  part  which  is  owned  and  covered  by  the  mortgage.  Since,  in  the  province 
80-4  per  cent  of  the  farms  reporting  mortgages  are  "fully  owned,"  the  ratio  of  the  mortgage  debt  to  the 
value  of  the  farm  should  be  representative  of  all  the  farms  reporting. 

In  1931,  there  were  35,003  farms  or  35-9  per  cent  of  all  occupied  farms  in  the  province  reporting  mort- 
gage debt  to  the  value  of  $107,519,000  or  an  average  mortgage  debt  of  $3,072  per  farm  reporting.  Out  of 
the  70,751  "fully  owned"  farms,  28,152  or  39-8  per  cent  reported  a  mortgage.  Of  these  72  were  farms 
of  1  to  4  acres,  92  were  of  5  to  10  acres,  150  of  11  to  50  acres,  368  of  51  to  100  acres,  11,075  of  101  to  200  acres, 
1,309  of  201  to  299  acres,  9,371  of  300  to  479  acres,  2,810  of  480  to  639  acres,  and  2,905  were  farms  of  640  acres 
and  over,  comprising  9,144,892  of  the  20,616,694  acres  of  "fully  owned"  land.  The  mortgage  debt  amount- 
ed to  $85,766,400  and  the  value  of  the  "fully  owned"  farms  was  $422,752,600.  The  ratio  of  the  mortgage 
debt  to  the  value  of  the  "fully  owned"  farms  was,  therefore,  20-3  per  cent.

Table  XV  gives  the  ratio  of  the  number,  acreage  and  amount  of  mortgage  to  the  number,  acreage  and 
value  of  "fully  owned"  farms  and  the  value  of  farm  land  and  buildings  per  acre  and  the  value  of  mortgage 
debt  per  acre.  It  will  be  noted  that  on  the  smaller  farms  where  the  value  per  acre  is  high  the  amount  of 
mortgage  debt  per  acre  is  correspondingly  high  while  the  ratio  of  the  mortgage  debt  to  the  value  of  the 
"fully  owned"  farms  increases  with  the  size  of  the  farm  up  to  a  maximum  of  23*1  per  cent  on  the  farms  of 
201  to  299  acres  and  remains  large  in  the  higher  size  classes.

A  further  examination  of  the  mortgage  data  shown  in  Table  XVI  shows  that  of  the  28,152  farmers 
reporting  mortgage  debt  on  "fully  owned"  farms,  there  were  5,795  who  had  been  operating  the  same  farm 
for  20  years  or  more,  3,216  from  15  to  19  years,  5,186  from  10  to  14  years,  4,476  from  5  to  9  years  and  7,770 
who  had  operated  their  farms  less  than  5  years.  The  average  mortgage  per  farm  reported  by  these  various 
groups  was  largest  on  the  farms  operated  by  farmers  who  had  been  on  their  farms  less  than  5  years.

Of  the  28,152  farmers  who  reported  a  mortgage  on  "fully  owned"  farms,  7,353  were  born  in  Canada, 
4,639  were  born  in  other  British  countries,  14,785  were  born  in  foreign  countries  and  the  remainder  did  not 
report  their  birthplace.  The  Canadian  born  farmers  who  reported  a  mortgage,  were  29-6  per  cent  of  the 
Canadian  born  operators,  the  other  British  born  operators  were  30-7  per  cent  of  all  the  other  British  born 
operators,  whereas  the  foreign  born  operators  reporting  mortgages  constituted  30-7  per  cent  of  all  the 
foreign  born  farm  operators. 


FARM  FACILITIES 


Table  XVII  gives  the  number  of  automobiles,  motor  trucks,  tractors,  etc.,  in  the  province  for  1921, 
1926  and  1931.  There  were  41,025  farmers  reporting  automobiles  and  7,080  reporting  motor  trucks  in  1931 
as  compared  with  27,419  farmers  reporting  automobiles  and  1,393  reporting  motor  trucks  in  1926  and  19,517 
reporting  automobiles  or  motor  trucks  in  1921.  These  farmers  reported  42,817  automobiles  and  7,319 
motor  trucks  in  1931,  29,144  automobiles  and  1,421  motor  trucks  in  1926  and  20,616  of  both  in  1921.  In 
other  words,  there  was  one  automobile  or  motor  truck  for  every  1-9  farms  in  1931  and  one  for  every  4-0 
farms  in  1921.  The  number  of  tractors  increased  from  9,215  in  1921  to  11,311  in  1926  and  23,985  in  1931. 
The  number  of  farms  reporting  gasoline  engines  increased  from  14,755  in  1921  to  19,870  in  1926  and  22,137 
in  1931.  The  number  of  farms  reporting  electric  light  or  gas  also  increased  during  the  period,  being  1,160 
in  1921,  1,800  in  1926  and  2,786  in  1931.  The  number  of  farms  reporting  telephones  increased  from  17,655 
in  1921  to  21,316  in  1926  but  declined  to  16,622  in  1931.

Farm  Facilities  by  Size  of  Farm. — A  number  of  studies  have  been  made  by  agricultural  economists, 
in  this  and  other  countries,  as  to  the  most  economical  size  of  farm  in  order  to  lower  the  cost  of  production 
and  to  make  for  the  most  economical  use  of  farm  machinery.  In  an  attempt  to  throw  some  light  on  this 
subject,  Table  XIX  gives  the  number  of  certain  farm  facilities  by  size  of  farm  and  per  1,000  acres  of  land 
on  the  farms  of  different  sizes.  The  number  of  binders  per  1,000  acres  generally  varies  inversely  with 
the  size  of  the  farm.  There  seems  to  be  a  slight  tendency  for  gasoline  engines,  threshing  machines  and 
tractors  to  vary  in  this  way  also,  although  the  changes  in  the  number  per  1,000  acres  in  the  larger  size 
classes  are  not  very  large  and  are  not  always  consistently  in  the  same  direction.  The  numbers  of  combines 
and  headers  per  1,000  acres  are  too  small  to  be  of  much  use  in  this  analysis.  Any  changes  revealed  accord- 
ing to  size  of  farm  are  quite  irregular.  There  are  a  number  of  factors  which  contribute  towards  influencing 
the  averages  used  in  this  table  such  as,  for  example,  the  different  kinds  of  agricultural  production  character- 
istic in  different  size  groups  and  the  distribution  of  improved  land.

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In  1931,  2,086  farms  in  Alberta  had  running  water  in  the  kitchen  and  1,474  in  the  bathroom;  16,622 
had  telephones,  17,277  radios,  and  2,786  were  equipped  with  gas  or  electric  light. 

A  new  inquiry  asking  tor  the  kind  of  road  adjoining  the  farm  showed  that  of  the  95,696  farms  answer- 
ing this  inquiry,  36  were  located  on  asphalt  roads,  6  on  concrete,  2,572  or  2-7  per  cent  on  gravel  roads,  62,074 
or  64-9  per  cent  on  improved  dirt  roads  and  31,008  or  32-4  per  cent  on  unimproved  dirt  roads. 

Another  new  inquiry  showed  that  26,561  farms  or  27-3  per  cent  of  all  the  farms  were  situated  less  than 
5  miles  from  a  market  town,  33,668  or  34-6  per  cent  between  5  and  9  miles,  18,917  or  19-4  per  cent  between 
10  and  14  miles,  10,948  between  15  and  24  miles,  and  5,266  were  25  miles  and  over  and  the  remainder  did 
not  report. 

Of  the  total  number  of  farms,  32,687  farms  or  33-6  per  cent  were  located  less  than  5  miles  from  a  rail- 
way station,  33,556  or  34-4  per  cent  were  between  5  and  9  miles,  16,697  or  17-1  per  cent  were  between  10 
and  14  miles,  8,961  or  9-2  per  cent  were  from  15  to  24  miles  and  3,483  were  25  miles  and  over  and  the  re- 
mainder did  not  report. 

FARM  EXPENSES 

The  census  schedule  in  1931  gathered  information  relating  to  cash  expenditures  for  feed,  commercial 
fertilizers,  spraying  chemicals,  field  and  garden  seeds,  electric  current  for  light  and  power,  taxes  and  the 
cost  of  farm  labour.  The  amount  of  money  expended  for  these  items  is  given  in  Table  1  (General  Tables) 
and  detailed  account  by  census  divisions  in  Table  23. 

Feed.— An  expenditure  of  $3,697,580  was  reported  in  1930  on  23,387  farms  being  at  the  rate  of  $158.10 
per  farm  reporting.  This  is  comparable  with  cash  expenditures  of  $2,958,034  in  1925  and  S14, 710,968  in 
1920,  a  decrease  of  $11,013,388  or  74-9  per  cent  during  the  ten-year  period,  probably  due  for  the  greater 
part  to  a  decrease  in  price  during  the  period  rather  than  to  a  decrease  in  consumption. 

Commercial  Fertilizers.— In  1930  an  expenditure  of  $16,950  was  made  by  222  farmers  averaging  S76.35 
per  farm  reporting,  while  in  1925  and  1920  the  expenditures  were  $13,535  and  $44,261  respectively. 

Spraying  Chemicals. — The  amount  spent  on  spraying  chemicals  was  also  small  being  only  $40,762 
during  the  growing  season  of  1930.  Since  this  inquiry  appeared  for  the  first  time  on  the  schedule  of  1931, 
no  comparison  is  possible  with  previous  censuses. 

Seeds. — There  were  31,409  farmers  who  reported  an  expenditure  in  1930  of  $2,323,520  for  field  and 
garden  seeds  or  $73.98  per  farm  reporting,  compared  with  $2,038,387  in  1925  and  $6,732,684  in  1920. 

Light  and  Power.: — The  census  of  1931  showed  that  1,654  farmers  reported  an  expenditure  of  $101,070 
for  electric  light  and  power  in  1930,  an  average  of  $61.11  per  farm  reporting.  Comparable  information  is 
not  available  for  previous  censuses. 

Labour  (Cash  and  Board). — The  largest  single  expenditure  was  for  labour.  There  were  39,454  farms 
reporting  an  expenditure  in  1930  for  outside  labour  of  $16,606,260  or  an  average  of  $420.90  per  farm  reporting 
compared  with  $16,305,307  in  1925,  $21,611,339  in  1920,  $2,245,039  in  1910  and  $695,545  in  1900.  The  hired 
labour  in  1930,  was  employed  1,038,418  weeks,  an  average  of  26-3  weeks  for  each  farm  reporting  with  an 
average  wage  of  $15.99  per  week. 

Taxes. — For  the  first  time,  the  schedule  of  1931  asked  for  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  or  payable  in  1930 
on  farm  land  and  buildings,  but  only  on  property  owned  by  the  operator.  The  part  owners  and  part 
tenants  being  able  to  answer  only  for  the  part  of  their  farm  which  they  owned,  were  left  out  for  purposes 
of  calculations.  The  amount  of  money  paid  in  taxes  by  the  full  owners  was  $5,640,770  making  an  average 
of  $79.73  per  owned  farm,  $0.27  per  acre  of  occupied  land,  $0.56  per  acre  of  improved  land  and  $13.34  per 
$1,000  of  valuation.  The  farms  of  1  to  4  acres  paid  an  average  tax  of  $16.76  per  acre,  those  of  5  to  10  acres 
$4.89,  of  11  to  50  acres  $.1.01,  of  51  to  100  acres  $0.40,  of  101  to  200  acres  $0.24,  of  201  to  299  acres  $0.33,  of 
300  to  479  acres  $0.29,  of  480  to  639  acres  $0.30  and  those  of  640  acres  and  over  paid  $0.26.  This  clearly 
indicates  the  influence  of  buildings  and  location  upon  the  amount  of  taxes  paid.  Small  farms  are  usually 
located  in  or  adjoining  towns  and  villages  and  often  have  more  expensive  residences. 

Average  Expenditure  per  100  Acres  of  Occupied  and  Improved  Land. — The  expenditure  for  the 
items  mentioned  above  per  100  acres  of  occupied  and  improved  land  is  given  in  Table  XX.  The  largest 
expenditures  per  100  acres  of  occupied  land  were  for  farm  labour  and  taxes.  The  expenditures  for  feed  and 
for  seed,  although  next  in  size,  were  much  less  than  the  two  higher  expenditures.  The  average  expenditure 
per  100  acres  of  improved  land  showed  decreases  between  1920  and  1930  of  $104.18  for  feed,  of  $0.28  for 
fertilizers,  of  $44.12  for  seed  and  of  $90.08  for  farm  labour.

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VALUE  OF  FARM  PRODUCTS 

The  value  of  farm  products  from  1900  to  1930  is  shown  in  Tables  1  and  6  (General  Tables).  The  farm 
products  for  the  province  amounted  to  a  value  of  $116,839,405  in  1930  as  compared  with  $202,328,999  in 
1925  and  $187,555,528  in  1920.  The  decrease  in  value  between  1925  and  1930  was  $85,489,594  or  42-3  per 
cent.  In  1915  the  value  of  all  farm  products  was  $142,000,520  compared  with  $48,543,248  in  1910  and 
$5,803,009  in  1900.  In  the  latter  year  the  value  of  forest  products  was  not  available  although  it  is  relatively 
unimportant  in  Alberta.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  farms  in  the  province  should  also  be  borne  in  mind 
especially  between  1901  and  1911  when  the  increase  was  phenomenal. 

Table  XXI  shows  the  distribution  of  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the  various  items  which  make  the 
total  of  the  agricultural  products  for  the  province.  Between  1925  and  1930  there  were  decreases  in  the 
value  of  field  crops  of  52-8  per  cent,  in  the  value  of  stock  sold  alive  of  16-3  per  cent  and  in  the  value  of 
animal  products  of  2  •  0  per  cent.  Between  1920  and  1925  there  were  increases  in  the  value  of  all  products 
except  stock  slaughtered  which  declined  10-2  per  cent  and  animal  products  which  declined  12-1  per  cent. 
Between  1915  and  1920  the  value  of  all  products  increased  32-1  per  cent  and  between  1910  and  1915  the 
increase  was  192-5  per  cent.  In  connection  with  stock  sold  alive  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  in  the  censuses 
of  1921,  1926  and  1931  the  inquiry  was  limited  to  animals  raised  on  the  farms  reporting,  while  in  previous 
censuses  the  value  of  all  animals  sold  off  the  farms  had  been  reported  whether  home  raised  or  previously 
purchased.

Average  Value  of  Agricultural  Products  per  Farm. — Table  XXII  gives  the  average  value  of  farm 
products  for  the  census  years  between  1901  and  1931.  The  average  value  of  products  per  farm  was  at  its 
maximum  of  $2,623  in  1925  and  by  1930  it  had  declined  to  $1,199  or  54-3  per  cent.  Between  1900  and  1910 
the  average  value  of  products  increased  from  $612  to  $802;  in  the  next  five  years  it  grew  to  $2,089  followed 
by  a  further  increase  to  $2,261  in  1920  and  to  the  maximum  in  1925. 

The  percentage  of  the  average  value  of  all  products  provided  by  the  average  value  of  field  crops 
declined  10-0  per  cent  between  1900  and  1910.  This  decline  was  accompanied  by  increases  in  the  propor- 
tions of  the  average  value  per  farm  contributed  by  stock  sold  alive  and  by  animal  products.  In  1915 
there  was  a  decided  change  in  the  proportions  of  the  value  contributed  by  the  various  products.  The 
proportion  of  average  value  provided  by  field  crops  increased  34-3  per  cent.  This  increase  was  accompanied 
principally  by  declines  in  the  proportions  provided  by  stock  sold  alive  and  animal  products.  In  1920 
and  1925  there  were  further  increases  in  the  percentage  of  average  value  in  field  crops.  Between  1925  and 
1930  the  relationship  changed  again.  This  time  the  proportion  of  the  average  value  in  field  crops  declined 
14-2  per  cent  while  there  were  increases  in  the  proportions  of  stock  sold  alive  of  4-4  per  cent  and  of  animal 
products  of  6-0  per  cent.

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Average  Value  per  100  Acres  of  Improved  Land.— Table  XXIII  shows  the  average  value  of  farm 
products  per  100  acres  of  improved  land  from  1900  to  1930.  The  total  value  of  products  for  the  year  1900 
does  not  include  the  value  of  forest  products.  Between  1900  and  1910  there  was  a  slight  decline  in  the 
average  value,  followed  by  an  increase  in  1915  and  declines  in  each  census  after  that.

The  census  of  1931  as  well  as  previous  censuses  as  far  back  as  1906  gives  the  acreage,  yield  and  value 
of  field  crops  for  the  year  previous  to  the  census  and  also  the  area  under  crop  for  the  year  of  the  census. 

CHART  VI.— ACREAGE  UNDER  FIELD  CROPS,  1900-1931 
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Of  the  General  Tables,  No.  7  deals  with  the  acreage  sown,  No.  9  with  crop  yields  and  No.  10  with  crop 
values  for  recent  censuses.  The  acreage  has  increased  consistently  from  census  to  census  up  to  the 
maximum  of  12,037,394  acres  in  1931.  Chart  VI  shows  the  acreage  under  field  crops  collected  in  the 
censuses  from  1901  to  1931. 

Proportion  of  Farms  Growing  Certain  Crops,  1921-1931.— The  per  cent  proportion  which  farms 
producing  certain  field  crops  bore  to  all  farms  as  recorded  in  the  censuses  of  1921,  1926  and  1931  is  given 
in  Table  XXIV.  The  most  widely  grown  crops  in  each  of  the  three  censuses  were  wheat,  oats,  potatoes 
and  barley.

Average  Acreage  of  Field  Crops  per  Farm,  1906-1931. — Table  XXVI  presents  the  average  acreage 
in  field  crops  per  farm  for  the  censuses  between  1906  and  1931.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these  figures 
refer  to  all  farms  in  the  province  and  not  only  to  farms  reporting  the  individual  crops.  The  area  under 
field  crops  was  only  30-9  per  cent  of  the  total  area  of  farms  in  1931  but  67-8  per  cent  of  the  improved 
acreage;  the  remaining  32-2  per  cent  were  under  pasture,  buildings,  roadways,  orchards,  small  fruits,  etc. 
In  1926,  32-1  per  cent  of  the  acreage  in  farms  was  under  field  crops  and  in  1921,  29-1  per  cent,  and  the  per- 
centages of  improved  land  under  field  crops  were  69-4  and  72-4  respectively. 

The  largest  acreages  per  farm  were  under  wheat  and  oats.  The  average  acreage  of  wheat  increased 
from  census  to  census  to  a  maximum  in  1931  while  the  average  acreage  of  oats  fluctuated  less  regularly.

Average  Acreage  of  Crops  per  100  Acres  of  Improved  Land,  1911-19S1.— Table  XXVII  gives  the 
acreage  of  each  of  the  principal  crops  per  100  acres  of  improved  land.  It  is  of  interest  to  observe  that  out 
of  100  acres  of  improved  land  in  1931  only  67-82  acres  -were  used  for  growing  field  crops  and  that  of  these 
44-75  were  sown  to  wheat,  13-89  to  oats  and  4-00  to  barley.

Field  Crop  Acreages. — Table  7  (General  Tables)  gives  the  acreages  under  field  crops  for  the  years 
1906  to  1931  inclusive.  There  are  no  wider  variations  between  acreages  under  field  crops  in  1931  and  1930 
or  1926  and  1925  than  the  yearly  fluctuations  in  acreages  which  are  to  be  expected. 

Comparison  of  Acreages  of  Individual  Crops. — In  order  to  extend  comparisons  of  acreages  further 
than  1906,  the  acreages  for  1930,  1925, 1920,  etc.,  have  to  be  taken,  because  in  the  censuses  previous  to  1906 
the  acreage  under  crop  was  not  asked  for  the  year  of  the  census,  but  only  for  the  previous  year. 

Wheat. — Chart  VII  gives  the  acreage  and  yield  of  wheat  in  Alberta  from  1900  to  1930.  The  maximum 
yield  and  acreage  were  in  1930  when  7,943,014  acres  yielded  132,261,305  bushels.  The  increase  in  acreage 
was  143-0  per  cent  between  1910  and  1915,  90-8  per  cent  between  1915  and  1920,  31-1  per  cent  between  1920 
and  1925  and  48-5  per  cent  between  1925  and  1930. 


CHART  VII.— ACREAGE  AND  PRODUCTION  OF  WHEAT,  1900-1930 
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In  the  census  of  1921,  59,562  farms  reported  wheat  as  compared  to  66,393  in  1926,  while  in  the  census 
of  1931  there  were  73,743  farms  which  reported  spring  wheat  and  621  fall  wheat.  Table  XXVIII  gives 
the  number  of  farms  growing  spring  wheat  classified  according  to  size  of  farm  and  the  acreage  sown.  It 
shows  that  13,586  or  18-4  per  cent  of  the  farms  reporting  grew  from  25  to  49  acres,  18,628  or  25-3  per  cent 
from  50  to  99  acres,  17,678  or  24-0  per  cent  from  100  to  199  acres  and  11,075  or  15'0  per  cent  had  200  acres 
and  over.  The  largest  group  of  farms  growing  spring  wheat,  24,511  or  33-2  per  cent,  was  that  between  101 
and  200  acres  with  the  next  largest  group  between  300  and  479  acres  where  22,839  or  31  •  0  per  cent  of  the  total 
grew  this  crop.

Barley. — Chart  VIII  gives  the  acreage  and  yield  of  barley  from  1900  to  1930.  The  highest  acreage 
and  yield  were  in  1930  when  698,051  acres  yielded  15,181,139  bushels.  The  acreage  increased  consistently 
from  1885  to  1930  except  between  1925  and  1926  when  there  was  a  slight  decline.

Oats. — The  acreage  and  yield  of  oats  from  1900  to  1930  are  shown  on  Chart  IX.  The  acreage  in- 
creased to  a  maximum  of  2,720,149  in  1920  whereas  the  maximum  yield  was  in  1915  with  83,875,639  bushels. 
In  1930  it  had  declined  to  62,053,639  bushels.

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In  1921  oats  was  grown  on  81-2  per  cent  of  the  farms,  in  1926  on  80-8  per  cent,  but  in  the  census  of  1931 
the  percentage  had  declined  to  62  2.  Table  XXX  gives  the  number  of  farms  growing  oats  classified  as 
to  size  of  farm  and  acreage  sown. 
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In  1931,  of  the  60,591  farms  reporting  oats,  there  were  18,869  farms  growing  from  25  to  49  acres  and  10,338 
growing  from  50  to  99  acres.  Most  of  the  remainder  of  the  farms  reporting  grew  less  than  25  acres  each. 
Of  the  farms  reporting,  20,534  were  in  the  size  class,  101  to  200  acres,  18,805  in  the  class  from  300  to  479 
acres  and  10,522  in  the  class  of  farms  640  acres  and  over.

Rye. — The  largest  acreage  ever  sown  was  in  1921  when  208,823  acres  of  rye  were  reported.  The  largest 
yield,  however,  2,019,290  bushels,  was  reported  in  1930.  Table  XXXI  gives  the  number  of  farms  reporting 
rye  classified  as  to  size  of  farm  and  acreage  sown.  Of  the  3,939  farms  which  reported  rye,  57-8  per  cent 
reported  25  acres  or  more.

Corn  for  Husking. — The  cultivation  of  com  for  husking  has  always  been  of  negligible  proportions 
in  Alberta.  The  largest  acreage  ever  recorded  in  a  census  was  in  1921  when  2,356  acres  were  sown.  In 
1930  the  acreage  sown  was  272  acres  and  in  1931,  890  acres. 

Flax. — The  largest  acreage  sown  to  flax  was  in  1920  when  108,326  acres  were  grown  for  seed.  In  1930 
there  were  34,957  acres  for  seed  and  12  acres  for  fibre.    This  acreage  was  reported  by  628  farmers. 

Buckwheat. — In  Alberta  buckwheat  has  always  been  a  very  small  crop.  The  largest  acreage  ever 
sown  was  540  acres  in  1926  and  in  1930  it  was  only  31  acres. 

Beans  and  Peas. — Like  corn  for  husking  and  buckwheat,  beans  and  peas  have  only  been  cultivated 
in  negligible  quantities.  In  1931  there  were  only  509  acres  of  beans  and  409  acres  of  peas  sown  and  in  1930 
the  acreages  were  53  and  204  respectively.  There  were  in  1930  only  57  farms  which  reported  the  cultivation 
of  beans  and  137  which  reported  peas. 

Mixed  Grains. — In  1930,  8,148  acres  of  mixed  grains  were  reported  by  412  farmers.  The  largest  acre- 
age yet  recorded  in  a  census  was  in  1931  when  16,383  acres  were  sown.  The  largest  yield  186,278  bushels 
was  in  1930. 

Cultivated  Hay. — The  largest  acreages  of  cultivated  hay  that  have  been  recorded  in  a  census  of 
Alberta  were  in  1930  and  1931  when  they  were  288,070  and  296,993  acres  respectively  with  the  highest 
yield,  288,315  tons,  in  1930.  Of  the  296,993  acres  of  cultivated  hay  in  1931,  101,547  were  in  timothy,  11,145 
a  mixture  of  timothy  and  clover,  56,862  alfalfa,  1,411  millet  and  Hungarian  grass,  78,815  brome  grass, 
11,993  western  rye  grass  and  35,220  acres  in  sweet  clover.

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Prairie  Hay  or  Natural  Grass.— In  1930  there  were  414,420  tons  of  prairie  hay  or  natural  grass  har- 
vested compared  with  398,393  tons  in  1925.  The  highest  production  recorded  in  a  census  was  838,164 
tons  in  1905. 

Corn  for  Forage.— The  largest  acreage,  9,917  acres,  was  in  1926  and  the  largest  yield,  15,149  tons, 
in  1925.    In  1930  the  area  had  declined  to  2,850  acres  which  were  reported  by  248  farmers. 

Other  Fodder  Crops.— In  1930,  there  were  540,519  acres  of  other  fodder  crops  (grains  cut  for  hay, 
sunflower,  etc.),  yielding  607,706  tons  of  feed  while  in  1925  the  corresponding  acreage  was  522,198  yielding 
664,612  tons. 

Potatoes.— Chart  XII  gives  the  acreage  and  yield  of  potatoes  in  Alberta  from  1900  to  1930.  The 
maximum  acreage  of  potatoes  recorded  in  a  census  was  in  1931  when  36,256  acres  were  sown  and  the  maxi- 
mum yield  of  4,023,921  bushels  was  in  1915.  In  1930  there  was  a  yield  of  3,963,247  bushels  from  29,971 
acres.  Potatoes  are  among  the  three  crops  most  widely  grown  in  the  province.  In  the  census  of  1931, 
50-7  per  cent  of  the  farms  reported  the  cultivation  of  potatoes  whereas  in  1926  the  percentage  was  60-1 
and  in  1921  it  was  48- 1.

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Table  XXXVI  givqs  the  number  of  farms  reporting  potatoes  classified  as  to  size  of  farm,  1931  and 
acreage  reported  for  1930.

Turnips  and  Other  Roots. — The  acreage  in  turnips  and  swedes  and  other  roots  was  13,651  in  1931 
and  14,578  in  1930.  In  1926  the  acreage  was  6,918  acres  and  in  1925  it  was  6,734.  In  1930  the  yield  was  156,- 
927  bushels  of  turnips  and  swedes  and  126,911  tons  of  other  field  roots  compared  to  144,449  bushels  of  turnips 
and  swedes  and  43,348  tons  of  other  field  roots  in  1925.  The  1930  crop  of  turnips  and  other  roots  was  re- 
ported by  3,784  farms  and  3,270  of  these  reported  less  than  5  acres  as  is  shown  in  Table  XXXVII.

Tobacco. — Tobacco  has  never  been  grown  to  any  extent  in  the  province,  only  2  acres  being  reported 
in  1930  with  a  yield  of  1,803  pounds.       . 

Grass  Seed  Harvested. — Table  9  (General  Tables)  gives  the  amount  of  grass  and  clover  seed 
harvested  in  the  province  from  1900  to  1930.  In  1930,  there  were  496,800  pounds  of  clover  seed  harvested 
compared  with  686,280  pounds  in  1925  and  99,000  pounds  in  1920;  and  604,662  pounds  of  grass  seed  as  com- 
pared with  1,895,424  pounds  in  1925  and  2,068,512  pounds  in  1920. 

Average  Yield  of  Field  Crops  per  Acre,  1890-1930.— Table  11  (General  Tables)  gives  the  average  yield 
per  acre  of  field  crops  for  the  period  between  1890  and  1930.  Most  of  the  crops  have  fluctuated  considerably 
in  average  yield.  Owing  to  the  important  effects  of  seasonal  conditions  upon  yields  it  is  difficult  to  draw 
any  conclusions  concerning  possible  trends  in  the  average  yield  per  acre  of  the  crops  from  the  data  in  this 
table.

Crop  Failure. — The  failure  of  certain  field  crops  was  reported  by  22,786  farms  in  1930  as  compared  with 
4,557  in  1925  and  9,151  in  1920,  the  acreage  reported  being  1,883,546  in  1930,  243,180  in  1925  and  664,258  in 
1920.  The  farms  reporting  in  1930  gave  the  causes  of  failure  as  follows:  10,263  hail  and  excess  rain,  6,755 
drought,  1,020  frost,  944  insects,  11  rust,' 10  other  diseases  and  3,783  attributed  failure  to  other  causes  than 
those  already  specified.  The  largest  acreage  of  failure,  1,019,531  acres,  was  destroyed  by  hail  and  excess 
of  rain  and  the  next  largest,  575,383  acres,  by  drought.  The  failure  of  235,519  acres  was  attributed  to  the 
classification  "other  causes".  Insects  caused  the  failure  of  30,987  acres  and  frost  was  responsible  for  a  total 
loss  on  21,757  acres.    Less  important  causes  of  failure  were  rust  171  acres  and  other  diseases  198  acres. 

CHART  XV.— VALUE  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  FIELD  CROPS,  1910-1930  1 
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Of  the  total  acreage  on  which  crops  failed  1,342,752  acres  were  sown  to  wheat,  350,855  to  oats,  99,558 
to  barley  and  41,606  to  rye.  There  were  also  failures  of  37,291  acres  of  hay  and  forage  crops,  7,318 
acres  of  flax  for  seed,  and  2,870  acres  of  potatoes.  The  remaining  1,296  acres  of  failure  were  distribu- 
ted among  various  other  crops. 

Value  of  Field  Crops.— The  value  of  field  crops,  by  kind,  from  1910  to  1930  is  given  in  Table  10 
(General  Tables).  The  value  of  all  field  crops  in  the  province  was  at  a  maximum  of  $157,227,282  in  1925 
and  in  1930  it  had  declined  to  $74,203,359.  Chart  XV  gives  the  value  of  the  main  crops  for  the  censuses 
between  1911  and  1931. 

Table  XXXVIII  shows  the  position  of  each  crop  in  relation  to  the  total  value  of  field  crops.  The 
proportion  of  the  value  contributed  by  wheat  increased  from  39-2  percent  in  1910  to  74 '3  percent  in  1925 
but  declined  to  65-6  per  cent  in  1930.  The  percentage  of  value  of  oats  declined  from  33-8  in  1910  to  11-9  in 
1925  and  12  •  9  in  1930.  There  were  changes  in  the  proportions  of  the  other  crops  to  the  total  but  they  formed 
only  a  relatively  small  proportion  of  the  total  value. 

In  each  census  wheat  and  oats  have  been  the  most  important  crops.

Unit  Values. — Table  XXXIX  gives  the  average  value  of  field  crops  per  unit  of  quantity  from  1910 
to  1930  and  shows  that  nearly  every  crop  increased  in  price  per  unit  of  quantity  between  1910  and  1920. 
Between  1920  and  1930  the  decline  in  the  price  of  almost  every  crop  was  exceedingly  drastic.  There  were 
a  few  exceptions  to  this  general  movement.

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Average  Value  per  Acre. — In  Table  XL  the  average  value  per  acre  of  the  different  crops  is  given 
from  1910  to  1930.  The  average  value  of  all  field  crops  per  acre  was  at  its  maximum  of  $20.80  per  acre  in 
1915.  In  1920  it  had  declined  to  $17.74  but  in  1925  it  increased  again  to  $18.46.  By  1930  the  average  value 
had  declined  drastically  to  $6.23.  The  highest  average  value  per  acre  of  most  of  the  individual  crops 
occurred  in  1915  although  the  highest  average  value  of  certain  crops  occurred  as  late  as  1925,  declining 
only  after  that.

VEGETABLES 


The  acreage,  quantity  and  value  of  vegetables  produced  in  1920  and  1930  are  given  in  Table  19  (General 
Tables).  The  total  value  of  vegetables  amounted  to  $2,554,032  in  1930  as  compared  with  $1,859,168  in 
1920.  The  farm  garden  produce  alone  was  valued  at  $1,896,268  and  the  value  of  vegetables  grown  on 
holdings  of  less  than  one  acre  at  $503,870  in  1930. 

The  vegetables  grown  in  appreciable  quantities  in  market  gardens  were  as  follows: — beets  10,091 
bushels  valued  at  $7,735;  44,215  bushels  of  cabbages  valued  at  $29,402;  25,874  bushels  of  carrots  at  $19,414; 
7,718  bushels  of  cauliflowers  at  $7,024;  71,227  heads  of  celery  at  $5,040;  16,589  bushels  of  cucumbers  at 
$16,371;  16,032  bushels  of  green  beans  and  peas  valued  at  $14,037;  151,346  heads  of  lettuce  at  $7,169;  7,330 
bushels  of  onions  at  $7,611;  80,472  bunches  of  rhubarb  valued  at  $6,498;  26,010  bushels  of  sweet  corn  at 
$13,388;  and  8,586  bushels  of  tomatoes  valued  at  §11,356.  Asparagus,  cantaloupes  and  melons,  parsnips 
and  other  vegetables  were  also  reported  in  smaller  quantities.  In  1931,  1,053  acres  of  land  were  devoted 
to  market  gardens  as  compared  with  280  acres  in  1921. 

GREENHOUSES,  HOTHOUSES  AND  NURSERIES 

Table  19  (General  Tables)  gives  the  statistics  of  greenhouses,  hothouses  and  nurseries  for  1920  and 
1930.  In  1930  the  total  receipts  of  greenhouse  and  hothouse  establishments  amounted  to  $285,183  and  those 
of  nurseries  to  $52,374.    There  were  12,257,727  forest  trees  planted  and  growing  in  1931. 


FRUIT  TREES,  FRUITS  AND  MAPLE  PRODUCTS 

Tables  12  and  13  (General  Tables)  give  the  number  of  trees  of  bearing  age  and  not  of  bearing  age  from 
1901  to  1931  and  the  production  of  fruits  on  farms  and  elsewhere  from  1900  to  1930.  The  production  of 
fruits  was  never  of  any  consequence  in  Alberta.  The  value  of  all  fruits  and  maple  products  produced  in 
19,30  was  $25,948  as  compared  with  $7,179  in  1920.  In  the  decade  between  1920  and  1930  there  was  a  marked 
increase  in  the  production  of  orchard  fruits  and  small  fruits  such  as  strawberries,  raspberries,  currants 
and  gooseberries.  The  number  of  trees  of  each  kind  of  orchard  fruit  increased  between  1921  and  1931. 
In  each  case,  however,  the  number  was  lower  than  it  had  been  in  1911.  In  1921  there  were  32  farms 
reporting  orchards  in  the  province  whereas  in  1931  the  number  had  increased  to  317.  Table  LXVIII  gives 
the  fruit  trees  and  production  not  on  farms  for  1921  and  1931.  These  form  only  a  small  proportion  of  the 
total  fruit  production.

Table  XLI  gives  the  production  of  various  orchard  fruits  from  1900  to  1930.  In  the  earlier  censuses, 
apples  were  the  most  important  of  the  orchard  fruit  crops  but  in  1930  the  production  of  plums  was  larger. 
The  production  of  fruit  crops  for  any  year,  however,  depends  to  a  large  extent  upon  seasonal  conditions 
and  therefore  care  should  be  taken  in  making  deductions  as  to  trend  from  figures  of  production  gathered 
at  ten-year  intervals. 

The  area  under  small  fruits  increased  from  16  acres  in  1921  to  130  acres  in  1931  accompanied  by  large 
gains  in  production.     Since  1900  there  has  been  no  production  of  maple  products.

Table  XLII  gives  the  number  of  farms  reporting  orchards  classified  by  size  of  farm  and  the  number 
of  trees  reported  in  1931.  It  shows  that  41 '3  per  cent  of  the  farms  reporting  orchards  reported  less  than 
10  trees  and  40-3  per  cent  reported  between  10  and  24  trees.  This  distribution  indicates  that  on  the  major- 
ity of  farms  reporting  orchard  trees  the  production  of  orchard  fruits  did  not  take  on  important  commercial 
proportions. 


FOREST  PRODUCTS  OF  FARMS 

Table  20  (General  Tables)  gives  the  quantity  of  forest  products  and  their  value  for  the  censuses  between 
1911  and  1931.  The  area  of  woodland  on  farms  was  3,893,680  acres  in  1931  as  compared  with  2,175,073 
acres  in  1926,  2,173,211  acres  in  1921,  and  2,469,441  acres  in  1916.  Firewood  was  the  most  important  of  all 
forest  products  on  farms  forming  75-6  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  forest  products  in  1930;  next  in 
importance  was  the  value  of  fence  posts  providing  10-9  per  cent  of  the  total  value.  Logs  for  lumber  formed 
7-1  per  cent  of  the  total  value.  Of  lesser  importance  were  railway  ties,  telegraph  and  telephone  poles 
and  other  forest  products. 

Average  Price  per  Unit,  1930,  and  Average  Value  per  Farm,  1910-1930.— The  average  value  of  forest 
products  per  unit  for  the  1931  census  was  as  follows: — firewood  $2.39  per  cord,  fence  posts  and  rails  $0.05 
each,  railway  ties  $0.51  each,  and  logs  for  lumber  $13.88  per  M.  ft.  B.M. 

The  average  value  of  forest  products  per  farm  was  $18.40  in  1930  as  compared  with  $20.77  in  1925. 
$18.18  in  1920,  $1.47  in  1915  and  $6.91  in  1910. 

LIVE  STOCK 

Table  14  (General  Tables)  gives  the  number  and  value  of  the  various  classes  of  live  stock  from  1901 
to  1931.  From  1901  to  1916  the  total  value  of  live  stock  increased  over  eight  times.  Alter  1916  the  value 
declined.  In  connection  with  the  census  of  1901  it  should  be  remembered  that  it  was  taken  as  of  April  1, 
which  would  make  a  considerable  difference  in  the  number  of  live  stock  on  hand  at  the  time  of  the  census. 

Table  XLIII  gives  a  summary  of  the  total  number  of  the  various  classes  of  live  stock  on  farms  and 
elsewhere  from  1885  to  1931  and  Table  XLIV  shows  the  value  from  1901  to  1931.  In  many  cases  the 
changes  in  value  are  due  more  to  differences  in  price  than  to  changes  in  number.

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Number  of  Live  Stock  per  Capita.— Table  XLVIII  shows  the  number  of  live  stock  per  capita  in 
Alberta  from  1885  to  1931  and  Chart  XVI  plots  the  variations  which  have  taken  place  during  the  same 
period.  The  changes  in  the  number  of  the  different  classes  of  live  stock  per  capita  have  been  irregular.

Horses.— Table  14  (General  Tables)  gives  the  number  and  value  of  horses  in  the  province  from  1901 
to  1931.  In  the  decade  between  1921  and  1931  the  number  of  horses  in  Alberta  declined  9-5  per  cent  while 
the  value  declined  55-9  per  cent.  All  classes  of  horses  decreased  during  the  same  period.  The  declines 
were  larger  in  the  classes  less  than  2  years  of  age  and  in  the  stallions  2  years  old  and  over.  The  average 
value  per  horse  was  $45.98  in  1931,  $63.22  in  1926  and  $94.23  in  1921.  Chart  XVII  gives  the  number  of 
horses  for  the  province  from  1885  to  1931.  The  number  increased  consistently  to  a  maximum  in  1921  and 
declined  after  that.  In  1921,  72,992  farms  or  88-0  per  cent  of  the  total  reported  horses  while  in  1931  the 
number  reporting  was  79,284  or  81-4  per  cent  of  all  the  farms  in  the  province.

It  should  be  remembered  that,  of  the  total  number  of  farms  in  the  province,  9,298  were  "non-resident", 
that  is,  they  were  operated  by  people  who  lived  in  some  other  enumeration  district  at  the  time  and  that 
generally  the  live  stock  and  machinery  were  enumerated  at  the  place  of  residence  of  the  operator.  This 
accounts  for  a  certain  number  of  farms  not  reporting  live  stock. 

Of  the  731,739  horses  reported  on  farms,  647,020  or  88-4  per  cent  were  mares  and  geldings  2  years  old 
and  over.  In  addition  there  were  37,603  colts  and  fillies  under  1  year,  44,017  between  1  and  2  years  and 
3,099  stallions  2  years  old  and  over,  for  breeding. 

Cattle. — In  1931  there  were  1,144,327  cattle  valued  at  $35,621,973  enumerated  in  the  province  as  com- 
pared with  1,190,249  valued  at  $32,210,515  in  1926  and  1,400,855  valued  at  $52,420,853  in  1921.  Between 
1926  and  1931  the  increase  of  10-6  per  cent  in  value  was  accompanied  by  a  decrease  of  3-9  per  cent  in  num- 
ber whereas  between  1921  and  1926  there  was  a  decrease  of  38-6  per  cent  in  value  and  15 '0  per  cent  in  num- 
ber.

Table  L  gives  the  number  of  cattle  on  farms  by  age  classes  for  1921,  1926  and  1931  together  with  the 
numerical  and  percentage  increase  or  decrease.  It  will  be  noted  that  between  1926  and  1931  all  classes 
of  cattle  on  farms  decreased  with  the  exception  of  calves  under  1  year,  bulls  1  year  and  over  and  cows  in 
milk  or  in  calf.  Between  1921  and  1926  there  were  decreases  in  all  classes  with  the  exception  of  cows  in 
milk  or  in  calf.

Of  the  total  number  of  farms,  67,422  or  69-2  per  cent  reported  cows  in  milk  or  in  calf  in  1931, 
while  in  1926,  59,848  or  77-6  per  cent  of  all  the  farms  reported  them,  and  in  1921,  65,061  or  78-4  per  cent. 
Of  the  farms  reporting  cows  in  milk  or  in  calf  in  1931,  55'9  per  cent  reported  less  than  5  cows,  27-8  per  cent 
between  5  and  9  cows,  8-9  per  cent  between  lOand  14  cows  and  the  remaining  7- 4  per  cent  reported  15  cows 
and  over.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  only  48 '7  per  cent  of  the  farms  under  11  acres  reported  cows  in  milk 
or  in  calf,  56-5  per  cent  of  the  farms  from  11  to  50  acres,  56-4  per  cent  of  the  farms  from  51  to  100  acres, 
55-6  per  cent  of  the  farms  from  101  to  200  acres,  79-7  per  cent  from  201  to  299  acres,  76-7  per  cent  from  300 
to  479  acres,  83-7  per  cent  from  480  to  639  acres  and  85-3  per  cent  of  the  farms  640  acres  and  over.

Sheep. — Between  1921  and  1926  the  number  of  sheep  increased  17-0  per  cent  and  the  value  65-5  per 
cent  whereas  between  1926  and  1931  there  was  an  increase  of  55-7  jier  cent  in  number  accompanied  by  a 
decline  of  13-7  per  cent  in  value.  Chart  XIX  gives  the  number  of  sheep  from  1885  to  1931.  The  largest 
number  of  sheep  recorded,  785,929,  was  in  1931.  The  average  value  per  head  was  $4.86  in  1931  compared 
with  $8.76  in  1926,  $6.20  in  1921,  $7.02  in  1916  and  $5.68  in  1911. 

Table  LII  gives  the  number  of  farms  reporting  sheep  classified  by  size  of  farm  and  the  number  of  sheep 
reported.

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f  r  Swine.— In  1931  there  were  1,057,104  swine  valued  at  $6,226,839  enumerated  in  the  province  compared 
with  706,602  valued  at  $6,867,336  in  1926  and  426,539  valued  at  $4,319,205  in  1921.  Table  LIII  gives  the 
number  of  swine  on  farms  for  1921,  1926  and  1931.  Between  1926  and  1931  the  increase  in  number  was 
50-0  per  cent  and  the  decline  in  value  was  9 •  0  per  cent  and  between  1921  and  1926  the  number  increased  65-7 
per  cent  and  the  value  59-0  per  cent.  In  these  two  periods  there  were  increases  in  every  class  of  swine, 
the  largest  increase  being  in  the  class  under  6  months.  Chart  XX  shows  the  number  of  swine  for  each 
census  from  1885  to  1931.

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Poultry.— In  1931  there  were  8,725,866  poultry  valued  at  $3,076,818  as  compared  with  6,580,071  valued 
at  $2,838,657  in  1926,  and  5,663,164  valued  at  $2,976,660  in  1921.  Between  1921  and  1926  the  number  in- 
creased 16-2  per  cent  while  the  value  declined  4 ■  6  per  cent  and  between  1926  and  1931  the  number  increased

Poultry  was  enumerated  for  the  first  time  in  1891  and  the  total  number  has  increased  steadily  since. 
The  1931  schedule  shows  that  72,155  farms  or  74' 1  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  farms  in  the  province 
reported  the  keeping  of  poultry  compared  with  77-6  per  cent  in  1926  and  73 ■  2  per  cent  in  1921.  Of  the  num- 
ber reporting  in  1931,  7,344  kept  less  than  25  birds,  11,279  kept  from  25  to  49,  12,194  from  50  to  74,  9,876 
from  75  to  99, 14,229  from  100  to  149,  7,555  from  150  to  199,  6,182  from  200  to  299,  2,702  from  300  to  499  and 
the  remaining  794  kept  500  birds  and  over. 

Bees.— In  1931  there  were  5,675  hives  of  bees  valued  at  $64,389  compared  with  2,570  valued  at  $46,813 
in  1926  and  578  valued  at  $10,479  in  1921.  Between  1926  and  1931  the  increase  in  number  was  120-8  per 
cent  and  in  value  37-5  per  cent  and  between  1921  and  1926  the  increase  in  number  was  344-6  per  cent  and 
in  value  346-7  per  cent.  In  1931  there  were  338  farms  reporting  bees  compared  to  164  in  1926  and  48  in 
1921. 

Per  Cent  of  the  Total  Value  of  Live  Stock  Contributed  by  Each  Kind,  1901-1931.— Table  LVI 

shows  thatin  each  census  from  1901  to  1931  the  major  part  of  the  value  of  live  stock  was  provided  by  horses 
and  cattle.  From  1911  to  1926  the  value  of  horses  provided  the  largest  proportion  of  the  value  but  in  1901 
and  1931  this  place  wa^  taken  by  cattle.  Sheep,  swine  and  poultry  formed  a  larger  proportion  of  the  value 
of  all  live  stock  in  1931  than  in  any  previous  census.

PURE-BRED  LIVE  STOCK 

Table  18  (General  Tables)  gives  the  number  of  the  various  classes  of  pure-bred  live  stock  and  its  ratio 
to  all  live  stock  for  the  censuses  from  1911  to  1931.  The  only  class  of  pure-bred  live  stock  to  decrease  in 
number  between  1921  j  and  1931  was  horses.  There  were  9,668  pure-bred  horses  in  1921  compared  with 
7,770  in  1926  and  6,554  in  1931.  Oh  the  otherliand,  the  number  of  pure-bred  stock  among  the  cattle,  sheep, 
swine  and  poultry  increased  between  1921  and  1926  and  between  1926  and  1931.  The  proportion  of  pure- 
bred to  the.  total  stock  among  cattle,  sheep  and  poultry  increased  between  1921  and  1926,  but  declined 
among  horses  and  swine.  Between  1926  and  1931  the  proportion  of  pure-bred  decreased  among  every 
class  of  live  stock  except  cattle. 
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Table  LVII  gives  the  number  of  pure-bred  live  stock  classified  according  to  breed  for  the  censuses  be- 
tween 1911  and  1931.  The  principal  breeds  of  horses  reported  were  Clydesdale  and  Percheron.  Most  of  the 
pure-bred  cattle  belonged  to  the  Shorthorn,  Hereford,  Holstein  and  Aberdeen-Angus  breeds.  Among  the 
pure-bred  sheep  the  principal  breeds  reported  were  Oxford  Down,  Rambouillet,  Hampshire,  Shropshire  and 
Suffolk.  Most  of  the  pure-bred  swine  were  Yorkshires  although  the  Tamworth,  Berkshire  and  Duroc 
Jersey  breeds  were  also  numerous.  Among  the  pure-bred  poultry,  Leghorns,  Plymouth  Rocks,  Rhode 
Islands,  Wyandottes  and  Orpingtons  predominated.

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STOCK  SOLD  ALIVE  OFF  FARMS 

Table  16  (General  Tables)  gives  the  statistics  of  live  stock  sold  alive  in  1920,  1925  and  1930.  In  order 
to  prevent  duplication  which  might  result  from  stock  passing  through  the  hands  of  two  or  more  farmers, 
this  item  on  the  schedules  was  limited  in  each  census  to  live  stock  sold  alive  off  the  farms  on  which  they 
were  raised. 

The  value  of  stock  sold  alive  in  1930  amounted  to  $16,443,325  as  compared  with  $19,634,108  in  1925 
and  $17,094,061  in  1920.  Between  1920  and  1925  the  increase  was  14-9  per  cent  whereas  between  1925  and 
1930  there  was  a  decline  of  16-3  per  cent.  Of  the  total  value  of  live  stock  sold  alive  in  1930,  $1,003,761  were 
contributed  by  horses,  $6,183,565  by  cattle,  $983,482  by  sheep,  $7,814,539  by  swine  and  $457,978  by  poultry. 
Table  LVIII  gives  the  per  cent  distribution  of  value  among  the  different  kinds  of  stock  sold  alive  for  1920, 
1925  and  1930.  Between  1920  and  1930  the  percentage  of  value  contributed  by  horses  and  cattle  declined 
while  the  percentages  contributed  by  sheep,  swine  and  poultry  increased.

STOCK  SLAUGHTERED  ON  FARMS 

The  details  of  stock  slaughtered  on  farms  in  1920, 1925  and  1930  are  given  in  Table  15  (General  Tables). 
The  value  of  stock  slaughtered  amounted  to  $4,382,144  in  1930,  $4,278,353  in  1925  and  $4,761,902  in  1920. 
In  comparing  these  three  censuses  it  should  be  remembered  that  in  1930  and  1925  the  stock  slaughtered 
was  limited  to  stock  raised  on  the  farms  reporting,  whereas  in  1920  this  limitation  did  not  apply  and  conse- 
quently there  may  have  been  some  duplication  between  the  stock  sold  alive  and  the  stock  slaughtered. 

There  were  43,174  cattle  valued  at  $1,170,370, 18,747  sheep  valued  at  $122,823,  99,206  swine  valued  at 
$1,670,870,  and  1,973,551  poultry  valued  at  $1,418,081  which  were  slaughtered  in  1930.  Table  LIX  gives  the 
per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  slaughtered  stock  contributed  by  each  kind  in  1920,  1925  and  1930.  Cattle 
and  swine  each  declined  in  their  percentage  of  the  total  value  while  poultry  and  sheep  increased.

ANIMALS  BOUGHT  IN  1930  BY  FARM  OPERATORS 

For  the  first  time,  in  the  census  of  1931,  the  farmers  were  asked  the  number  of  animals  bought  during 
the  previous  year.  Table  LX  gives  the  details  of  these  transactions  in  1930.  A  study  of  the  table  indicates 
that  in  every  case  the  number  of  animals  bought  is  not  completely  accounted  for  as  sold  alive  in  1930, 
slaughtered  in  1930,  or  on  hand  June  1,  1931.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  some  of  these  animals 
died  a  natural  death,  and  others  were  disposed  of  between  the  first  of  January  and  the  first  of  June,  1931.

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YOUNG  ANIMALS  RAISED  ON  FARMS 

Table  31  (General  Tables)  gives  the  number  of  young  animals  raised  on  farms  in  1930.  The  number 
of  colts  and  fillies  declined  during  the  decade  between  1920  and  1930  while  the  number  of  calves,  lambs- 
and  pigs  increased. 

ANIMAL  PRODUCTS 

The  quantities  and  values  of  animal  products  on  farms  for  the  census  years  from  1920  to  1930  comprising, 
dairy  products,  eggs,  honey  and  wax,  and  wool  are  summarized  for  the  province  in  Table  17  (General 
Tables).  The  value  of  all  animal  products  on  farms  in  1930  was  $16,493,958,  a  decline  of  1-4  per  cent  from 
1925  and  of  this  total  in  1930,  $11,586,935  or  70-2  per  eent  was  contributed  by  dairy  products,  $4, 574,157  or 
27-7  per  cent  by  eggs,  $31,960  or  0-2  per  cent  by  honey  and  wax,  and  $300,906  or  1-8  per  cent  by  wool. 

Dairy  Products.— In  1930,  237,368  cows  were  milked  as  compared  with  254,826  in  1925  and  208,997 
in  1920.  The  milk  production  increased  by  49-5  per  cent  between  1920  and  1925  but  declined  by  4-3  per 
cent  between  1925  and  1930.  The  value  of  milk  produced  declined  by  8 '4  per  cent  between  1920  and  1925 
and  by  8-8  per  cent  between  1925  and  1930.  The  average  yield  of  milk  per  cow  for  the  province  was  4,537 
pounds  in  1930  as  compared  with  4,416  pounds  in  1925  and  3,602  pounds  in  1920.  The  average  value  of  milk 
per  pound  was  1-08  cents  in  1930  as  compared  with  1-13  cents  in  1925  and  1-84  cents  in  1920.  The  average 
production  of  milk  per  farm  was  11,056  pounds  in  1930,  14,589  pounds  in  1925,  and  9,074  pounds  in  1920.  The 
amount  ot  cream  sold  on  a  butterfat  basis  increased  75-5  per  cent  between  1920  and  1925  but  declined  6-1 
per  cent  between  1925  and  1930,  while  the  amount  of  butter  made  on  farms  increased  9-1  per  cent  between 
1920  and  1925  and  20-2  per  cent  between  1925  and  1930.  The  amount  of  cheese  made  on  farms  increased 
by  240-4  per  cent  from  1920  to  1925  and  declined  4-7  per  cent  between  1925  and  1930. 

Eggs. — While  the  production  of  eggs  increased  40-8  per  cent  from  1920  to  1925  and  39-6  per  cent  from 
1925  to  1930  the  value  declined  18-4  per  cent  in  the  first  period  and  increased  28-5  per  cent  in  the  second. 
Of  the  21,675,261  dozens  of  eggs  produced  in  1930,  9,702,970  dozens  were  sold  for  $2,058,025  or  an  average 
price  of  21  cents  compared  with  23  cents  in  1925  and  40  cents  in  1920.  The  number  of  chickens  raised 
increased  29-5  per  cent  from  1920  to  1925  and  61-8  per  cent  from  1925  to  1930. 

Wool.— In  1930,  394,135  sheep  produced  2,968,462  pounds  of  wool  valued  at  $300,906.  This  is  an  increase 
over  1925  of  77-5  per  cent  in  the  number  of  sheep  shorn  and  69-7  per  cent  in  the  amount  of  wool  produced. 
The  value,  however,  declined  33-6  per  cent  during  the  same  period. 

Honey  and  Wax. — Between  1920  and  1925  there  was  the  phenomenal  increase  in  the  production  of 
honey  of  1,702-5  per  cent,  but  from  1925  to  1930  the  rate  of  increase  was  lowered  to  116-6  per  cent.  During 
the  first  period  the  value  of  honey  and  wax  increased  689  •  6  per  cent  and  during  the  latter  period  it  increased 
59-2  per  cent.    In  1931  there  were  3,208  hives  of  bees  on  338  farms. 


AGE,  BIRTHPLACE  AND  FARM  EXPERIENCE  OF  OPERATORS 

The  farm  schedule  of  the  census  of  1921  as  well  as  those  of  1926  and  1931  called  for  the  age  and  the 
birthplace  of  the  farm  operator,  together  with  the  number  of  years  he  had  farmed  as  owner  or  tenant  and 
the  number  of  years  he  had  operated  the  present  farm.  In  the  case  of  operators  not  born  in  Canada,  the 
number  of  years  of  Canadian  residence  was  also  asked  for. 

Age. — Of  the  88,058  farmers  who  reported  their  age  in  1931,  0-5  per  cent  were  under  20  years  of  age, 
4-8  per  cent  were  20  to  24,  9-6  per  cent  25  to  29,  11-2  per  cent  30  to  34,  13-0  per  cent  35  to  39,  28-6  per  cent 
40  to  49,  19-5  per  cent  50  to  59,  9-6  per  cent  60  to  69  and  3-2  per  cent  were  70  years  of  age  and  over.  Table 
LXI  gives  the  age  of  farm  operators  for  1921  and  1931  with  the  percentage  of  the  total  contributed  by 
each  class.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  in  1921,  49-8  per  cent  of  the  farmers  were  40  years  of  age  and  over 
while  in  1931,  60  •  9  per  cent  were  in  that  age  group.  This  would  appear  to  indicate  that  the  present  younger 
generation  has  not  taken  up  farming  to  the  same  extent  as  did  the  generation  of  an  earlier  period.  This 
conclusion  is  also  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  there  were  only  14-9  per  cent  of  the  operators  reporting 
in  1931  under  30  years  of  age  compared  with  17-3  per  cent  in  1921.

Of  the  85,953  farm  operators  reporting,  24,550  or  28-6  per  cent  have  been  farming  20  years  and  over 
and  23,346  or  27'1  per  cent  have  become  farm  operators  within  the  five  years  previous  to  June  1,  1931; 
and  of  the  86,634  who  reported,  15,562  or  18-0  per  cent  have  been  operating  the  same  farm  for  20  years 
and  over  and  34,975  or  40'4  per  cent  have  been  on  the  present  farm  less  than  five  years. 

Birthplace  of  Farm  Operators. — Of  the  88,066  farmers  reporting  their  birthplace,  24,811  were  born 
in  Canada  and  63,255  were  born  outside  of  Canada.  Of  the  immigrant  farmers  15,100  were  born  in  British 
countries  and  48,155  in  foreign  countries. 

Table  LXIII  gives  the  birthplace  of  farm  operators,  the  acreage  occupied  and  the  tenure  of  farms 
in  the  province  in  1931.  The  Canadian  born  operators  were  28-2  per  cent  of  the  total  number  reporting 
birthplace  and  they  operated  27-9  per  cent  of  the  total  acreage  reported  by  all  operators  who  reported 
birthplace.  The  British  born  operators,  17' 1  per  cent  of  the  number,  operated  180  per  cent  of  the  land, 
while  the  foreign  born  operators,  54-7  per  cent  of  the  number,  operated  54-1  per  cent  of  the  land.  The 
percentage  of  owned  land  among  the  Canadian  born  operators  was  70-4  whereas  among  the  British  born 
it  was  72-9  and  among  the  foreign  born  it  was  70-4.

CENSUS  OF  CANADA,  1931 


The  preceding  table  shows  that  of  the  24,811  operators  born  in  Canada,  there  were  24-0  per  cent  who 
were  born  in  Alberta  and  45-8  per  cent  in  Ontario.  Of  the  British  born,  64'2  per  cent  were  born  in  England 
and  Wales  and  23-5  per  cent  in  Scotland.  The  farmers  born  in  the  United  States  formed  the  largest  group 
of  the  foreign  born  operators  constituting  39-9  per  cent  of  the  foreign  born.  The  other  important  foreign 
born  groups  were  those  born  in  Poland,  16-1  per  cent,  those  born  in  Russia,  7-7  per  cent,  and  those  born 
in  Norway  who  were  6-1  per  cent  of  the  foreign  born.  Sweden,  Roumania,  Germany,  Denmark  and 
Austria  were  also  the  birthplaces  of  large  groups  of  farm  operators  in  Alberta.  The  remainder  of  the  foreign 
born  was  made  up  of  a  number  of  smaller  groups. 

Table  LXIV  gives  the  period  of  residence  in  Canada  of  farm  operators  born  in  other  countries.  Of 
the  63,255  operators  born  outside  of  Canada,  37,889  or  59-9  per  cent  had  resided  in  Canada  20  years  or 
more  at  the  time  of  the  census,  9,657  or  15-3  per  cent  between  15  and  19  years,  4,017  or  6-4  per  cent  between 
10  and  14  years,  5,146  or  8-1  per  cent  between  5  and  9  years  and  the  remaining  6,444  who  reported  or  10-2 
per  cent  have  resided  in  Canada  less  than  5  years.  These  immigrant  operators  were  made  up  of  15,100 
British  born,  19,210  born  in  the  United  States  and  28,945  born  in  other  foreign  countries.

AGRICULTURE  ON  FARMS  OF  LESS  THAN  5  ACRES 


In  the  census  of  1931  i.as  in  other  censuses)  all  tracts  of  land  of  one  acre  or  more  which  produced  in  the 
year  1930  agricultural  products  to  the  value  of  $50  or  more  or  which  were  under  crop  of  any  kind  or  employed 
for  pasturing  in  1931  were  considered  as  farms.  Consequently  a  number  of  small  plots  were  included  which 
from  the  point  of  view  of  agricultural  production  have  very  little  importance.  The  two  following  tables 
give  a  summary  of  production  on  these  small  farms.  A  study  of  these  tables  shows  that  the  importance 
of  these  farms  in  the  agriculture  of  the  province  is  very  small  and  that  the  operator  of  such  a  farm  and  his 
family  are  not  solely  dependent  upon  the  returns  of  the  farm  for  their  subsistence.

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AGRICULTURE  ELSEWHERE  THAN  ON  FARMS 


The  censuses  of  1921  and  1931  collected  comparable  statistics  of  live  stock,  fruits  and  animal 
products  elsewhere  than  on  farms.  Tables  LXVII  and  LXVIII  present  these  statistics  for  1921  and  1931. 
The  value  of  live  stock  and  the  value  of  animal  products  declined  considerably  during  the  ten-year  period. 
During  the  same  period  there  was  an  increase  in  the  value  of  fruits  although  it  is  still  relatively  unimportant.

CENSUS  OF  CANADA,  1931  lv 

VACANT  AND  ABANDONED  FARMS 

Table  32  (General  Tables)  gives  the  number,  acreage  and  value  of  vacant  or  abandoned  farms  in 
Alberta  in  1931.  The  instructions  to  enumerators  specified  that  the  farms  reported  under  this  heading 
were  to  refer  to  parcels  of  land  part  or  all  of  which  had  been  cleared  of  trees  and  stumps,  and  cropped, 
but  which  were,  at  the  date  of  the  census,  either  "vacant"  or  "abandoned".  By  vacant  farm,  was  meant 
one  which  was  unoccupied  at  the  date  of  the  census  and  on  which  no  crop  of  any  kind  was  harvested  in  1930, 
nor  was  under  crop  of  any  kind  in  1931.  An  abandoned  farm  was  meant  to  signify  a  farm  which  had  been 
unoccupied  for  several  years  before  the  census,  was  in  arrears  for  taxes,  and  had  to  all  appearances  been 
deserted  by  the  owner.  In  Alberta  there  were  6,640  such  farms  reported  with  an  area  of  1,409,619  acres 
and  with  396,331  acres  of  improved  land.  The  total  value  of  these  farms  was  estimated  at  $7,149,616 
and  the  value  of  the  buildings  located  on  them  at  $592,754.  There  were  vacant  and  abandoned  farms  in 
every  division,  with  the  most  numerous  being  in  Division  No.  5  where  they  were  34 '7  per  cent  of  the 
total  for  the  province. 
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PREFACE

cipality ou  subdivisions. 

Quand  toutes  les  provinces  auront  ete  traitees  de  cette  maniere  les  bulletins  seront  reunis  en  un  volume 
avec  une  introduction  generale  et  un  resume  pour  tout  le  Canada.  II  y  a  aussi  en  preparation  une  monogra- 
phie  sur  l'agriculture  au  Canada,  analysant  dans  les  details  les  conditions  et  les  progres  agricoles  du  pays.

INTRODUCTION 

Le  present  bulletin  donne  les  statistiques  de  l'agriculture  de  la  province  d'Alberta  telles  que  compilees 
des  donnees  recueillies  dans  le  recensement  du  ler  juin  1931.  Des  bulletins  preliminaires  ont  paru  montrant 
le  nombre  et  la  superficie  des  fermes  oceupees,  le  nombre  de  bestiaux  sur  les  fermes,  la  superficie,  la 
tenure,  la  valeur,  la  dette  hypothecate,  les  depenses  des  fermes,  les  etendues  des  differentes  grandes  cul- 
tures en  1931,  avec  les  chiffres  des  emblavures  et  de  la  production  en  1930.  Partout  oil  possible  les 
chiffres  des  recensements  anterieurs  sont  donnes  afin  de  montrer  le  developpement  au  cours  des  periodes 
entre  les  recensements. 

Date  du  recensement.  Le  recensement  de  1931,  comme  celui  de  1921  et  celui  de  1911  est  a  la  date  du 
ler  juin,  tandis  que  le  recensement  de  1901  est  a  la  date  du  ler  avril,  et  celui  de  1891  a  la  date  du  5  avril. 
II  faut  tenir  compte  de  ces  changements  en  faisant  des  comparaisons  entre  les  nombres  de  bestiaux  parce 
que  le  recensement  pris  en  juin  doit  couvrir  un  plus  grand  nombre  d'animaux  puisqu'il  porte  sur  ceux  nes 
depuis  avril. 

Annee  sur  laquelle  portent  les  chiffres  du  recensement. — Les  statistiques  des  fermes,  de  leurs 
expioitants  et  de  la  propriety  agricole,  couvrant  la  superficie,  l'etat,  la  valeur,  la  tenure,  les  hypotheques, 
les  commodites,  les  animaux  et  les  superficies  en  culture  se  rapportent  au  ler  juin  1931,  tandis  que  les 
chiffres  de  la  production,  de  la  valeur  des  produits  de  la  ferme  et  des  depenses  de  I'annee  se  rapportent 
a  1930,  a  l'exception  du  sirop  et  du  sucre  d'erable  dont  les  chiffres  sont  ceux  de  la  recolte  de  1931. 

Method  e  suivie  dans  le  denombrcment. — Pour  les  fins  du  recensement  la  province  a  ete  divisee 
en  1,196  regions  d'enumeration,  dont  950  couvertes  de  fermes  et  le  reste  dans  les  centres  urbains.  Unenu- 
merateur  fut  nomme  pour  chaque  region,  charge  de  visiter  chaque  ferme  dans  son  district  et  d'y  prelever 
les  informations  demandees  par  le  questionnaire  agricole.  L'information  a  ete  obtenue  du  fermier  lui- 
meme  ou  d'un  membre  competent  de  la  famille.  Les  questionnaires  ont  ensuite  ete  expedies  a  Ottawa 
apres  avoir  ete  examines  par  les  commissaires  du  recensement.  Les  formules  ont  ensuite  ete  soigneuse- 
ment  depouillees  par  un  personnel  special  et  toute  reponse  qui  ne  semblait  pas  a  point  a  ete  retournee  a  l'enu- 
merateur pour  obtenir  les  donnees  necessaires  pour  la  completer. 

Pour  rendre  plus  facile  et  plus  exacte  la  collection  des  donnees,  un  questionnaire  avait  ete  envoye  a 
chaque  cultivateur  un  certain  temps  avant  le  recensement  afin  qu'il  eut  le  temps  necessaire  pour  etudier 
les  questions  et  preparer  ses  reponses  avant  la  visite  de  l'enumerateur. 

Exactitude  des  chiffres  du  recensement. — Les  chiffres  du  recensement  sont  la  tabulation  des  in- 
formations obtenues  directement  des  fermiers.  Ceux  portant  sur  la  population  des  fermes,  la  main-d'eeu- 
vre,  la  tenure,  la  superficie  et  l'etat  des  terres  oceupees,  defrichees  ou  en  friche,  les  emblavures  du  printemps 
de  1931,  les  hypotheques  et  taxes  des  fermes  sont  bases  sur  des  faits  qui,  a  la  visite  de  l'enumerateur, 
etaient  encore  parfaitement  frais  dans  la  memoire  du  fermier.  Les  valeurs  des  fermes  individuelles,  bati- 
ments,  outillages  et  bestiaux  a  la  date  du  recensement  representent  aussi  des  conditions  avec  lesquelles  le 
fermier  et  l'enumerateur  sont  completement  familiers  et  capables  d'estimer  exactement.  D'un  autre 
cote,  les  superficies,  les  productions  et  les  valeurs  des  recoltes  et  les  donn6es  sur  les  produits  animaux  por- 
tant sur  1'annee  1930,  dans  la  plupart  des  cas,  ont  ete  au  meilleur  de  la  memoire  du  fermier  parce  que  tres 
peu  de  fermiers  tiennent  des  ecritures;  toutefois  un  examen  minutieux  des  questionnaires  des  fermes  montre 
que  l'enumerateur  et  le  fermier  ont  coopere  de  la  maniere  la  plus  effective  au  prelevement  de  ces  donnees. 
Le  volume  du  Recensement  donnant  la  compilation  de  ces  resultats  donnera  aussi  une  analyse  detaillee  de 
la  relativite  des  chiffres  du  Recensement,  de  l'ecoulement  des  produits,  et  autres  informations. 

Questionnaire  general  des  fermes. — Le  questionnaire  general  des  fermes  au  recensement  de  1931 
contenait  605  questions,  dont  19  sur  les  expioitants,  la  population  et  la  main-d'oeuvre  agricoles;  7  sur  la 
superficie  et  la  tenure  des  fermes;  10  sur  l'etat  des  fermes;  5  sur  les  valeurs  et  les  dettes  hypothecates  des 
fermes;  9  sur  les  depenses  des  fermes;  21  sur  les  commodites  des  fermes;  165  sur  les  recoltes  et  leur  ecoule- 
ment;  3  sur  l'irrigation;  149  sur  les  jardins,  les  vergers,  les  serres  et  les  pepinieres;  30  sur  les  produits  fores- 
tiers  des  fermes;  5  sur  les  produits  de  l'erable;  14  sur  les  marches  cooperatifs;  56  sur  les  differentes  especes 
de  bestiaux;  27  sur  les  produits  animaux;  4  sur  les  jeunes  animaux  en  eleve  sur  les  iermes;  16  sur  les  animaux 
tues  sur  les  fermes;  28  sur  les  animaux  vendus  vivants;  23  sur  les  animaux  achetes  au  cours  de  1930  par 
l'exploitant  de  la  ferme;  et  14  sur  les  animaux  de  race  pure. 

II  y  avait  aussi  deux  autres  questionnaires,  un  pour  "les  fermes  vacantes  ou  abandonees"  et  l'autre 
pour  fermes  "inhabitees".  Dans  les  recensements  anterieurs,  l'enumerateur  devait  obtenir  de  chaque 
exploitant  agricole  la  valeur  globale  de  chaque  recolte  produite  sur  sa  ferme  1'annee  de  recensement.  Cette 
question  a  ete  omise  du  questionnaire  general  des  fermes  et  a  sa  place  l'enumerateur  a  demande  une  esti- 
mation de  la  valeur  moyenne  par  tonne,  par  boisseau  ou  par  livre  de  chaque  recolte  de  grain  ou  autres  re- 
coltes produites  dans  son  district  d'enumeration.  Les  prix  ainsi  donnes  sont  ceux  obtenus  en  moyenne 
par  les  cultivateurs  de  ce  district  au  marche  local. 

Plusieurs  questions  ont  ete  posees  pour  la  premiere  fois  au  recensement  de  1931.  Ces  nouvelles  ques- 
tions sont  les  suivantes:

(2)  Population  de  la  ferme.

(4)  Les  item  suivants  sur  les  depenses  de  la  ferme  ont  ete  ajoutes:  depenses  pour  pulvensants  chimi- 
ques,  courant  electrique  pour  lumiere  ou  energie  et  taxes  payees  ou  payables  sur  la  terre. 
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(5)  Hypotheques  sur  les  fermes. 

(6)  Genre  de  route  conduisant  a  la  ferme. 

(7)  Distance  du  marehe  le  plus  rapproche  ou  de  la  gare  de  chemin  de  fer.

EXPLICATION  DES  TERMES 

Ferine. — Pour  les  fins  du  recensement,  une  "ferme"  designe  toute  etendue  de  terre  d'une  acre  ou  plus, 
ayant  produit  en  1930  des  rdcoltes  d'une  valeur  de  $50  ou  plus  ou  qui,  en  1931,  etait  en  culture  ou  paturage; 
qu'elle  fut  la  propriete  de  l'exploitant  ou  que  celui-ci  en  fut  locataire,  ou  qu'elle  ftit  exploitee  par  un  gerant. 

Fermes  "vacantcs"  ou  "abandonnees". — Ce  terme  s'applique  aux  parcelles  de  terre  qui  ont  deja 
ete  labourees  et  cultivees,  mais  qui  sont  maintenant  inoccupees.  II  s'applique  aux  fermes  sur  lesquelles 
on  a  deja  fait  un  commencement  de  defrichement  et  de  culture  et  aux  fermes  sur  lesquelles  tous  les  arbres 
et  les  souches  ont  ete  d6blayes  mais  qui  sont  actuellement  inoccupees  ou  abandonnees. 

Main-d'ceuvre  agricole. — Ce  terme  s'applique  au  nombre  de  personnes,  hommes  ou  femmes,  em- 
ployees sur  la  ferme  a  des  travaux  autres  que  ceux  du  m6nage.  Celles-ci  peuvent  etre  des  membres  de  la 
famille  ages  de  14  ans  ou  plus,  ou  des  personnes  employees  a  l'annee  ou  a  la  saison.  Dans  le  cas  d'em- 
ployes  temporaires  un  certain  montant  de  duplication  est  inevitable  parce  qu'une  personne  peut  avoir  tra- 
vaille  sur  trois  ou  quatre  fermes  differentes  en  1930  et  dans  ce  cas  avoir  ete  l'objet  de  la  declaration  de 
chacun  de  ceux  pour  qui  elle  a  travaille. 

Population  de  la  ferme. — Chaque  exploitant  de  ferme  avait  a  declarer  le  nombre  de  personnes  vivant 
sur  cette  ferme.  Le  but  de  cette  question  etait  d'etablir  le  nombre  de  personnes  tirant  leur  vie  directe- 
ment  de  la  ferme. 

Exploitant  de  la  ferme. — Ce  terme  est  employe  dans  le  recensement  pour  designer  la  personne  qui 
cultive  directement  une  ferme,  soit  comme  proprietaire,  soit  comme  regisseur  a  gages  ou  salaire,  soit 
comme  locataire  ou  comme  recolteur. 

Ferme  "propri£t(!  entiere"  de  l'exploitant. — Une  ferme  dont  toute  la  superficie  est  la  propriete  de 
l'exploitant. 

Ferme  "proprifitG  partielle". — Une  ferme  dont  l'exploitant  est  proprietaire  d'une  partie  et  locataire 
de  1'autre. 

Ferme  faisant  rapport. — Ce  terme  sert  dans  les  differents  tableaux  pour  designer  le  nombre  de  fer- 
mes ayant  repondu  a  la  question  qui  est  l'objet  du  tableau. 

Superficie  des  terres  occupies. — Cette  superficie  comprend  des  etendues  considerables  de  terre  qui 
ne  sont  pas  actuellement  sous  culture  et  meme  dans  certains  cas  qui  ne  sont  pas  en  paturage  parce  que  l'ex- 
ploitant a  du  declarer  toutes  les  terres  sous  son  contrfile  ou  exploitees  par  lui. 

Terre  deTrichee. — Cette  expression  signifie  toute  terre  qui  a  deja  ete  mise  en  culture  et  qui  est  main- 
tenant  capable  de  recevoir  la  charrue,  y  compris  les  vergers,  les  jardins  et  la  surface  couverte  par  les  bati- 
ments. 

Valeur  de  la  ferme. — C'est  la  valeur  de  la  ferme  entiere,  couvrant  toute  la  terre,  peu  importe  qu'elle 
soit  exploitee  par  le  proprietaire  ou  le  locataire,  ainsi  que  tous  les  batiments  et  ameliorations  sur  cette  ferme. 
Les  enumerateurs  avaient  instruction  d'accepter  comme  valeur  veridique  le  montant  pour  lequel  la  ferme 
se  vendraic  dans  des  conditions  ordinaires  et  non  pas  a  vente  forcee.  La  valeur  donnee  par  la  personne 
repondant  a  ete  accept6e,  a  moins  qu'il  n'y  ait  eu  une  raison  de  croire  que  telle  evaluation  etait  trop  infe- 
rieure  a  la  valeur  reelle,  ou  exageree. 

La  valeur  des  batiments  n'est  pas  celle  du  cout  initial  ou  la  valeur  de  remplacement,  mais  une  estima- 
tion raisonnable  des  batiments  dans  l'etat  ou  ils  se  trouvent  a  la  date  du  recensement.  Ceci  s'applique 
aussi  a  la  valeur  de  l'outillage  et  de  la  machinerie  et  a  celle  des  bestiaux  telle  que  donnee  par  le  fermier. 
Ces  valeurs  sont  en  grande  partie  estimatives,  mais  ce  sont  des  choses  que  le  cultivateur  aussi  bien  que 
l'enumerateur  etait  competent  pour  evaluer  et  par  consequent  la  valeur  donnee  peut  etre  prise  comme 
juste. 

Dette  hypothecate. — Le  montant  de  l'hypotheque  a  declarer  n'etait  pas  seulement  la  dette  protegee 
par  une  "hypotheque"  mais  aussi  toutes  celles  protegees  par  des  transferts,  jugements  et  tous  autres  instru- 
ments legaux  de  la  nature  d'une  hypotheque  et  ayant  le  meme  effet  en  loi.  La  reponse  a  cette  question 
ne  couvre  pas  la  dette  ou  engagement  garanti  par  la  recolte  ni  la  dette  garantie  par  des  liens  sur  les  instru- 
ments et  machines  agricoles  ou  sur  les  bestiaux.' 

Taxes.— Cette  question  couvre  la  partie  de  la  ferme  qui  est  la  propriety  de  l'exploitant  et  ne  comprend 
pas  les  terres  louees  ou  celles  exploitees  par  des  gerants. 

RECENSEMENTS  ANTERIEURS 

Le  premier  recensement  de  l'agriculture  du  territoire  formant  approximativement  ce  qui  est  aujour- 
d'hui  la  province  d'Alberta  est  compris  dans  le  recensement  de  1881  des  Territoires  du  Nord-Ouest.  La 
population  de  cette  partie  de  la  Prairie  etait  alors  de  25,378  ames.  On  y  comptait  285  fermes,  dont  274 
etaient  occupees  par  le  propri6faire;  61  couvraient  de  1  a  10  acres;  9,  de  11  a  50  acres;  2  de  51  a  100  acres; 
34,  de  101  a  200  acres;  et  179,  200  acres  ou  plus. 
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Les  fermes  occupies  comprenaient  114,031  acres,  dont  14,088  acres  defrichees,  7,755  acres  en  culture, 
4,354  acres  en  paturage  et  64  acres  en  jardins  et  vergers. 

En  1880,  on  recoltait  50,648  boisseaux  de  ble  sur  2,402  acres,  34,923  boisseaux  de  pommes  de  terre  sur 
317  acres  et  4,491  tonnes  de  foin  sur  2,247  acres.  On  recoltait  en  outre  la  meme  annee  24,680  boisseaux 
d'orge,  33,705  boisseaux  d'avoine,  771  boisseaux  de  pois  et  haricots,  200  boisseaux  de  maSs,  8,918  boisseaux 
de  navets  et  995  boisseaux  d'autres  plantes-racines.  Les  colons  du  temps  possedaient  en  1881,  6,312  chevaux, 
8,258  betes  a  cornes,  306  moutons  et  1,327  pores.  Le  tableau  I,  qui  suit,  montre  le  developpement  des 
annees  subsequentes.  II  est  interessant  de  noter  qu'entre  1881  et  1901  le  nombre  des  fermes  a  augmente 
de  285  a  9,479  ou  de  plus  de  33  fois,  que  la  superficie  occupee  a  passe  de  114,031  acres  a  2,735,630  acres  ou 
plus  de  23  fois,  et  la  superficie  defrichee  de  14,088  acres  a  474,694  acres  ou  plus  de  33  fois.

La  superfioie  totale  de  la  province  d'Alberta  est  placee  a  159,232,000  acres,  selon  une  estimation  faite 
le  ler  juin  1931;  38, 977, 457 acres,  ou  24- 5  p.c.  du  total,  sont  occupees  eomme  fermes  a  cette  date.  L'etendue 
de  terre  susceptible  de  culture  est  estimee  a  87,450,000  acres  dont  44-6  p.c.  etaient  occupees  lors  du  recen- 
sement.  En  1926,  28,572,987  acres  etaient  occupees  soit  17-9  p.c.  de  la  superficie  totale  et  32-7  p.c.  de  la 
terre  susceptible  de  culture.  . 

Une  etude  simultanee  du  graphique  I  et  du  tableau  I  montre  que  toute  la  population  tant  urbaine  que 
rurale  a  augmente  constamment  jusqu'a  1931.  La  proportion  de  population  rurale  a  la  population  globale 
de  la  province  a  diminue  continuellement  de  1901  a  1916  mais  est  restee  a  peu  pres  stable  depuis.  Le  nombre 
de  personnes  occupees  dans  l'agriculture  a  atteint  son  maximum  avec  145,747  en  1931.

Le  questionnaire  agricole  du  recensement  de  1931  a,  pour  la  premiere  fois,  fait  un  releve  de  la  population 
des  fermes  et  de  la  main-d'oeuvre  agricole.  La  population  des  fermes  de  1' Alberta  est  de  375,097  ou  51-3 
p.c.  de  la  population  globale  en  1931  et  82-8  p.c.  de  la  population  rurale.  Ici,  la  comparaison  avec  les  re- 
censements  anterieurs  ne  peut  se  faire  mais  on  y  voit  que  17-2  p.c.  de  la  population  rurale  n'ont  aucun  rapport 
avec  les  fermes  et  que  ce  chifTre  represente  principalement  des  personnes  habitant  de  petits  hameaux. 
Des  personnes  occupees  dans  l'agriculture  (tableau  II),  129,077  sont  membres  de  la  famille  occupant  la 
ferme,  7,200  sont  des  employes  permanents  et  86, 116  des  employes  temporaires.  En  1930  il  a  ete  paye

Mouvem  ill  de  la  population. — Au  cours  de  l'annee  terminee  le  31  mai  1931,  3,057  personnes  ont 
laisse  la  ferme  pour  habiter  la  ville  ou  le  village  et  3,228  ont  laisse  les  villes  ou  villages  pour  aller  vivre 
sur  des  fermes,  augmentant  la  population  des  fermes  de  171  personnes.  Ce  changement  se  decompose  en 
une  augmentation  nette  de  246  hommes  et  une  diminution  de  75  femmes. 

Ktat  de  la  terre. — Le  tableau  I  et  le  graphique  II  montrent  que  la  superficie  defrichee  a  atteint  son 
maximum,  a  17,748,518  acres,  en  1931;  entre  1901  et  1911  les  augmentations  ont  ete  phenomenales.  La 
superficie  occupee  a  aussi  atteint  son  maximum  en  1931,  a  38, 977, 457  acres.  Entre  1885  et  1901  l'augmenta- 
tion  de  la  superficie  occupee  n'est  pas  aussi  prononcee  que  celle  de  la  superficie  defrichee,  mais  entre  1901 
et  1911  il  y  a  une  augmentation  de  plus  de  cinq  cents  pour  cent.  En  1885  la  superficie  moyenne  de  terre 
occupee  est  de  1,571-1  acres  par  ferme,  mais  en  1901  elle  est  reduite  a  288-6  acres  et  en  1911  a  286-7  acres, 
et  de  cette  date  jusqu'a  1931  elle  remonte  a  400-1  acres.  La  moyenne  de  terre  defrichee  par  ferme  a  aug- 
ments continuellement  de  14-9  acres  en  1885  a  182-2  acres  en  1931.  La  forte  moyenne  de  superficie  de 
terre  occupee  en  1885  vient  de  la  predominance  des  ranches  les  premieres  annees  de  colonisation  de  l'Alberta. 
Le  nombre  de  fermes  occupies  a  augmente  continuellement  de  1,091  en  1885  a  97,408  en  1931,  a  l'exception 
de  la  periode  1921  a  1926  ou  Ton  constate  une  diminution.  La  proportion  de  terre  defrichee  a  la  terre  oc- 
cupee a  augments  de  1-0  pc.  en  1885  a  46-2  p.c.  en  1926  et  45-5  en  1931. 

La  superficie  en  grandes  cultures  est  de  12,037,394  acres  en  1931  comparativement  a  9,166,700  acres 
en  1926,  une  augmentation  de  31-3  p.c.  Chaque  recensement  releve  une  expansion  des  grandes  cultures, 
particulierement  frappante  aux  premiers  recensements.     (Voir  le  graphique  II).

Fermes  louees.— De  1921  a  1926  l'augmentation  en  nombre  des  fermes  louees  est  de  3, 142  ou  38-9  p.e. 
tandis  que  de  1926  a  1931  elle  est  de  594  ou  5-3  p.c.  Comme  deja  vu  au  tableau  VIII  la  moyenne  de  super- 
ficie des  fermes  louees  a  augmente  de  390-5  en  1921  a  395-9  acres  en  1926  jusqu'a  492-7  acres  en  1931. 

En  1931,  2,685  fermes  louees,  couvrant  2,187,812  acres,  ont  paye  leur  loyer  en  argent;  9, 014  fermes, 
couvrant  3,560,074  acres,  l'ont  paye  en  nature  et  109  fermes,  d'une  superficie  totale  de  69, 793  acres,  l'ont 
payS  partie  en  argent  et  partie  en  nature. 

De  meme  pour  la  partie  louee  des  fermes  dont  l'exploitant  est  proprietaire  d'une  partie  et  locataire  de 
l'autre,  5,291  fermiers  ont  paye  en  argent  le  loyer  de  3,165,983  acres  et  9,249  ont  paye  en  nature  le  loyer 
de  3,073, 192  acres. 

En  1930,  $1, 145,910  ont  ete  payes  en  argent  pourle  loyer  des  terres.  On  n'a  pas  tent<5  de  calculer  la  Va- 
leur  du  loyer  paye  en  nature.  En  1920,  d'un  autre  cdte,  la  valeur  du  loyer,  soit  $11, 141, 168,  comprend  une 
estimation  du  loyer  pay6  en  nature.  Comme  la  majeure  partie  des  terres  louees  de  l'Alberta  sont  sur 
une  base  de  paiement  en  nature,  la  comparaison  d'une  moyenne  de  loyer  a  l'acre  entre  les  deux  recense- 
ments  n'est  pas  possible. 
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Le  tableau  X  donne  la  superficie  louee  et  defrichee,  le  loyer  paye  et  la  moyenne  de  loyer  paye  a 
1'acre  louee  et  a  l'acre  defrichee,  par  les  locataires  payant  en  argent  en  1930,  selon  la  grandeur  de  la 
ferme  en  1931.  II  faut  aussi  se  rappeler  que  les  petites  fermes  ont  proportionnellement  plus  de  terre 
defrichee  que  les  plus  grandes  fermes. 

On  remarquera  que  le  loyer  a  l'acre  diminue  de  $26  •  61  sur  les  fermes  de  1  a  4  acres  a  $0  ■  10  sur  les  fermes 
de  640  acres  et  plus.  Une  des  raisons  du  bas  loyer  des  plus  grandes  fermes  de  l'AIberta  s'explique  par  le 
fait  que  de  grandes  etendues  de  terre  sont  sous  bail  de  paturage  avee  le  gouvernement.  En  1931  la  super- 
ficie ainsi  louee  est  de  plus  de  trois  millions  d'acres.

Pour  fins  de  calcul  et  pour  etablir  la  proportion  de  la  dette  hypothecaire  a  la  valeur  de  la  ferme  (terre 
et  batiments)  seules  les  fermes  "propriete  entiere"  de  l'exploitant  ont  ete  recensees  sur  cette  question, 
parce  que  dans  le  cas  des  "proprietaires  partiels"  la  valeur  de  la  ferme  etait  donnee  comme  un  tout.  Con- 
sequemment,  il  etait  impossible  de  bien  determiner  la  valeur  de  la  partie  couverte  par  l'hypotheque.

70,751  fermes  "propriete  entiere"  de  l'exploitant,  28,152  ou  39-8  p.c.  declarent  des  hypotheques.  De 
celles-ci  72  sont  des  fermes  de  1  a  4  acres;  92,  de  5  a  10  acres;  150,  de  11  a  50  acres;  368,  de51a  100 acres; 
11,075.  de  101  a  200  acres;  1,309,  de  201  a  299  acres;  9,371,  de  300  a  479  acres;  2,810,  de  480  a  639  acres;  et 
2,905,  de  640  acres  et  plus,  couvrant  9,144,892  acres  des  20,616,694  acres  "propriete  entiere"  de  l'ex- 
ploitant. La  dette  hypothecaire  est  de  $85,766,400  et  la  valeur  des  fermes  "propriete  entiere"  de  l'ex- 
ploitant est  de  $422,752,600.  La  proportion  de  la  dette  hypothecaire  a  la  valeur  des  fermes  "propriete 
entiere"  est  done  de  20-3  p.c.

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declarant  des  moteurs  a  gazoline  a  augments  de  14,755  en  1921  a  19,870  en  1926  et  22,137  en  1931.  Les  fermes 
declarant  de  l'eclairage  a  l'electricite  ou  au  gaz  ont  aussi  augmente  en  nombre  pendant  cette  periode,  etant 
1,160  en  1921,  1,800  en  1926  et  2,786  en  1931.

Commodites  des  fermes  selon  la  grandeur  de  la  ferme. — De  nombreuses  etudes  ont  ete  faites  par  des 
economistes  agricoles  en  ce  pays  et  ailleurs  sur  ce  qui  serait  la  grandeur  de  ferme  la  plus  economique  pour 
atteindre  au  cofit  de  revient  le  plus  bas  de  la  production  par  1'usage  le  plus  economique  de  la  machinerie 
agricole.  Le  tableau  XIX  donne  le  nombre  de  commodites  des  fermes  selon  la  grandeur  de  ferme  et  par 
1,000  acres  occupees.  Le  nombre  de  lieuses  par  1,000  acres  varie  generalement  a  l'inverse  de  la  grandeur 
de  la  ferme.  II  semble  se  dessiner  une  certaine  tendance  a  1'usage  de  moteurs  a  gazoline,  batteuses  et 
tracteurs  quoique  les  changements  en  nombre  par  1,000  acres  dans  les  fermes  de  tres  grande  superficie  ne 
soient  guere  appreciables  et  ne  tendent  pas  toujours  vers  la  meme  direction.  Le  nombre  de  combines  et 
d'epieuses  par  1,000  acres  est  trop  faible  pour  une  analyse.  Les  changements  constates  d'apres  la  grandeur  de 
la  ferme  sont  plutot  irreguliers.  De  nombreux  facteurs  contribuent  a  influencer  le  nombre  de  commodi- 
tes par  1,000  acres,  comme  par  exemple,  les  differentes  especes  de  production  agricole  caracteristiques  des 
fermes  d'une  certaine  grandeur  et  la  distribution  de  la  terre  defrichee.

Une  nouvelle  question  s'appliquait  au  genre  de  route  conduisant  a  la  ferme;  des  95,696  fermes  repondant 
a  cette  question,  36  sont  sur  des  routes  d'asphalte,  6  sur  des  routes  de  beton,  2,572  ou  2-7  p.c.  sur  des  routes 
en  gravier,  62,074  ou  64-9  p.e.  sur  des  chemins  de  terre  ameliores,  et  31,008  ou  32-4  p.c.  sur  des  chemins  de 
terre  non  ameliores.

33,556,  ou  34-4  p.c.  entre  5  et  9  milles;  16,697,  ou  17-1  p.c,  entre  10  et  14  milles;  8,961,  ou  9-2  p.c,  entre  15 
et  24  milles;  et  3,483,  a  25  milles  ou  plus,  et  les  autres  n'ont  rien  declare. 

DEPENSES  DES  FERMES 

Le  questionnaire  du  recensement  de  1931  releve  des  informations  sur  les  depenses  en  argent  pour  pro- 
vende animale,  engrais  commerciaux,  pulv6risants  chimiques,  semences  pour  champs  et  jardins,  courant 
electrique  pour  eclairage  et  force  motrice,  taxes  et  cout  de  la  main-d'ceuvre.  Le  montant  en  argent  depense 
pour  ces  divers  item  est  donne  dans  le  tableau  1  (tableaux  d'ensemble)  et  le  detail  par  divisions  de  recense- 
ment dans  le  tableau  23. 

Provende  animale.— En  1930,  23,387  fermes  ont  declare  une  depense  de  13,697,580  ou  une  moyenne  de 
$158.10  par  ferme  faisant  rapport.  Ceci  se  compare  a  $2,958,034  en  1925  et  $14,710,968  en  1920,  une  diminu- 
tion dans  les  depenses  de  $11,013,388  ou  74-9  p.c  pendant  la  periode  de  dix  ans,  due  probablement  pour  la 
plus  grande  partie  a  une  diminution  de  prix  plutfit  qu'a  une  moindre  consommation. 

Engrais  commerciaux.— En  1930,  222  fermiers  ont  depense  $16,950,  ou  une  moyenne  de  $76.35  par  ferme 
faisant  rapport,  tandis  qu'en  1925  et  1920  ces  depenses  etaient  de  $13,535  et  $44,261  respectivement. 

Pulverisants  chimiques. — Les  depenses  pour  produits  chimiques  a  vaporisation  ont  aussi  ete  faibles, 
etant  de  seulement  $40,762  pendant  la  saison  de  croissance  de  1930.  Cette  constatation  paraissant  pour  la 
premiere  fois  au  recensement  de  1931,  nulle  comparaison  avec  les  recensements  anterieurs  n'est  possible. 

Semences. — En  1930  31,409  fermiers  declarent  une  depense  de  $2,323,520  pour  graines  de  semence 
pour  champs  et  jardins,  ou  $73.98  par  ferme  faisant  rapport,  comparativement  a  $2,038,387  en  1925  et  16,- 
732,684  en  1920. 

Lumiere  et  energie  electriques.— Le  recensement  de  1931  montre  que  1,654  fermiers  declarent  une 
depense  de  $101,070  pour  eclairage  et  force  motrice  electriques  en  1930,  ou  une  moyenne  de  $61.11  par  ferme 
faisant  rapport.     Les  comparaisons  avec  les  autres  recensements  ne  sont  pas  possibles. 

Main-d'ceuvre  (argent  et  pension). — La  depense  la  plus  elevee  par  ferme  est  celle  de  la  main-d'ceuvre; 
en  1930  39,454  fermes  ont  declare  une  depense  de  $16,606,260,  ou  une  moyenne  de  $420.90  par  ferme  faisant 
rapport,  comparativement  a  $16,305,307  en  1925  et  $21,611,339  en  1920,  $2,245,039  en  1910  et  $695,545  en  1900. 
La  main-d'ceuvre  louee  en  1930  represente  1,038,418  semaines  de  travail,  ou  une  moyenne  de  26-3  semaines 
par  ferme  faisant  rapport,  et  une  depense  moyenne  de  $15.99  par  semaine. 

Taxes. — Pour  la  premiere  fois  le  questionnaire  du  recensement  de  1931  s'est  enquis  des  taxes  payees 
ou  payables  pour  1930  sur  les  fermes,  terres  et  batiments,  mais  seulement  sur  les  terres  exploitees  par  leur 
proprietaire.  Les  proprietaires  partiels,  ne  pouvant  repondre  a  cette  question  que  pour  la  partie  dont 
ils  sont  proprietaires,  ont  ete  elimines  de  ces  calculs.  Les  taxes  payees  par  les  proprietaires  de  ferme  sont 
de  $5,640,770  soit  une  moyenne  de  $79.73  par  ferme  exploitee  par  son  proprietaire,  $0.27  a  l'acre  occupee, 
$0.56  a  l'acre  defrichee  et  $13.34  par  $1,000  devaluation.  Les  fermes  de  1  a  4  acres  ont  paye  en  moyenne 
$16.76  a  l'acre;  celles  de  5  4  10  acres,  $4.89;  de  11  a  50  acres,  $1.01;  de  51  a  100  acres,  $0.40;  de  101  a  200  acres, 
$0.24;  de  201  a  299  acres,  $0.33;  de  300  a  479  acres,  $0.29;  de  480  a<639  acres,  $0.30;  et  de  plus  de  640  acres, 
$0.26.  C'est  une  indication  claire  de  l'influence' des  ba.timents  et  du  site  sur  le  montant  de  taxes  paye. 
Les  petites  fermes  sont  generalement  dans  le  voisinage  des  villes  et  villages  et  ont  souvent  des  maisons 
plus  dispendieuses. 

Depense  moyenne  par  100  acres  occupies  et  delrichees. — Les  depenses  pour  les  item  mentionnes 
ci-dessus  par  100  acres  oecupees  ou  defrichees  sont  donnees  au  tableau  XX.  Les  plus  fortes  depenses 
par  100  acres  sont  pour  la  main-d'ceuvre  et  les  taxes.  Celles  pour  provende  et  pour  semences,  quoique 
venant  ensuite,  sont  de  beaucoup  inferieures  aux  premieres.  La  moyenne  de  depense  par  100  acres  defri- 
chees montre  des  diminutions  entre  1920  et  1930  de  $104.18  pour  la  provende,  de  $0.28  pour  les  engrais,  de 
$44.12  pour  les  semences  et  de  $90.08  pour  la  main-d'ceuvre.

Les  tableaux  1  et  6  (tableaux  d'ensemble)  donnent  la  valeur  des  produits  de  la  ferme  de  1900  a  1930. 
La  valeur  globale  de  ces  produits  est  de  $116,839,405  en  1930  comparativement  a  1202,328,999  en  1925  et 
$187,555,528  en  1920.  La  diminution  en  valeur  entre  1925  et  1930  est  de  $85,489,594  ou  42-3  p.c.  En  1915, 
la  valeur  de  tous  les  produits  de  la  ferme  est  de  $142,000,520  comparativement  a  $48,543,248  en  1910  et  de 
$5,803,009  en  1900.  En  1900  la  valeur  des  produits  forestiers  des  fermes  n'est  pas  connue,  mais  elle  est 
relativement  peu  importante  en  Alberta.  L'augmentation  du  nombre  des  fermes  de  la  province  doit  aussi 
6tre  consideree,  specialement  entre  1901  a  1911  alors  qu'elle  a  ete  phenomenale.

1900  et  1910  la  valeur  moyenne  de  la  production  augmenta  de  $612  a  $802;  cette  hausse  atteignait  $2,089  au 
cours  des  cinq  annees  suivantes  continuant  l'ascension  jusqu'a  $2,261  en  1920  et  a  son  maximum  en  1925.

Les  produits  des  jardins  maraichers  cultives  sur  une  echelle  appreciable  sont:  betteraves,  10,091  bois- 
seaux,  valant  $7,735;  choux,  44,215  boisseaux,  $29,402;  carottes,  25,874  boisseaux,  $19,414;  choux-fleurs, 
7,718  boisseaux,  $7,024;  celeri,  71,227  pieds,  $5,040;  concombres,  16,589  boisseaux,  $16,371;  feves  en  gousses 
et  pois  verts,  16,032  boisseaux,  $14,037;  laitue,  151,346  pieds,  $7,169;  oignons,  7,330  boisseaux,  $7,611;  rhu- 
barbe,  80,472  bottes,  $6,498;  mals  sucre,  26,010  boisseaux,  $13,388;  tomates,  8,586  boisseaux,  $11,356;  les 
asperges,  melons,  panais  et  autres  legumes  sont  aussi  cultives  en  petites  quantity.  En  1931,  1,053  acres 
sont  en  jardins  maraichers  comparativement  a  280  acres  en  1921. 

SERRES,  SERRES-CHAUDES  ET  PEPINIERES 

Le  tableau  19  (tableaux  d'ensemble)  donne  les  statistiques  des  serres-chaudes,  serres  et  pepinieres 
pour  1920  et  1930.  En  1930,  les  recettes  totales  des  serres  et  serres-chaudes  ont  ete  de  $285,183  et  celles 
des  pepinieres,  de  $52,374.

Le  nombre  de  poulains  et  pouliehes  a  baisse  entre  1920  et  1930  tandis  que  le  nombre  de  veaux,  agneaux  et 
poreelets  augmentait. 

PRODUITS  ANIMAUX 

Les  quantites  et  valeurs  des  produits  animaux  des  fermes  pour  les  annees  de  recensement  de  1920  a. 
1930,  comprenant  les  produits  laitiers,  les  ceufs,  le  miel,  la  cire  et  la  laine,  sont  resumes  dans  le  tableau  17 
(tableaux  d'ensemble).  La  valeur  de  tous  les  produits  animaux  sur  les  fermes  en  1930  est  de  $16,493,958, 
une  diminution  de  1-4  p.e.  sur  1925;  de  ee  total  de  1930,  Sll,586,935  ou  70-2  p.c.  proviennent  des  produits 
laitiers;  $4,574,157  ou  27-7  p.c.,  desoeufs;  $31,960  ou  0-2  p.c.,  du  miel  et  de  la  cire;  et  $300,906  ou  1-8  p.c, 
de  la  laine. 

Produits  laitiers. — En  1930,  237,368  vaches  ont  ete  traites  comparativement  a  254,826  en  1925  et 
208,997  en  1920.  La  production  de  lait  a  augmente  de  49-5  p.c.  entre  1920  et  1925  mais  a  diminue  de  4-3 
p.c.  entre  1925  et  1930.  La  valeur  du  lait  a  diminue  de.8-4  p.c.  entre  1920  et  1925  et  de  8-8  p.c.  entre  1925 
et  1930.  Le  rendement  moyen  de  lait  par  vache  est  de  4,537  livres  en  1930  comparativement  a  4,416  livres 
en  1925  et  3,602  livres  en  1920.  La  valeur  moyenne  du  lait  est  de  1-08  cent  la  livre  en  1930  comparative- 
ment a  1-13  cent  en  1925  et  1-84  cent  en  1920.  La  production  moyenne  de  lait  par  ferme  est  11,056  livres 
en  1930,  14,589  livres  en  1925  et  9,074  en  1920.  La  quantite  de  creme  vendue  sur  une  base  de  butyrine  a 
augmente  de  75-5  p.c.  entre  1920  et  1925  mais  a  diminue  de  6-1  p.c.  entre  1925  et  1930,  tandis  que  la  quan- 
tite de  beurre  de  ferme  augmentait  de  9-1  p.c.  entre  1920  et  1925  et  de  20-2  p.c.  entre  1925  et  1930.  La 
quantite  de  fromage  de  ferme  a  augmente  de  240-4  p.c.  de  1920  a  1925  mais  a  diminue  de  4-7  p.c.  entre 
1925  et  1930. 

(Eufs. — Tandis  que  la  production  d'ceufs  augmentait  de  40-8  p.c.  entre  1920  et  1925  et  de  39-6  p.c.  entre 
1925  et  1930  leur  valeur  baissait  de  18-4  p.c.  dans  la  premiere  periode  et  augmentait  de  28-5  p.c.  dans  la 
seconde.  Des  21,675,261  douzaines  d'oeufs  produits  en  1930,  9,702,970douzainesontete  vendues  $2, 058, 025 
ou  un  prix  moyen  de  21  cents  comparativement  a  23  cents  en  1925  et  40  cents  en  1920.  Le  nombre  de  poulets 
eleves  a  augmente  de  29-5  p.c.  de  1920  a  1925  et  de  61-8  p.c.  de  1925  a  1930. 

Laine.— En  1930,  394,135  moutons  ont  donne  2,968,462  livres  de  laine,  valant  $300,906.  C'est  une- 
augmentation  sur  1925  de  77-5  p.c.  dans  le  nombre  de  moutons  tondus  et  69-7  p.c.  dans  la  quantite  de  laine 
produite.    La  valeur  a  cependant  diminue  de  33-6  p.c.  au  eours  de  la  m§me  periode. 

Miel  et  cire. — Entre  1920  et  1925  il  y  a  une  augmentation  phenomenale  dans  la  production  de  miel  a 
1,702- 5  p.c,  mais  de  1925  a  1930  le  taux  de  l'augmentation  s'est  ralenti  a  116 -6  p.c.  Au  cours  de  la  premiere 
periode  la  valeur  du  miel  et  de  la  cire  a  augmente  4  689-6  p.c.  et  la  seconde  periode  montre  une  autre  aug- 
mentation de  59-2  p.c.    En  1931  on  comptait  3,208  ruches  sur  338  fermes. 

AGE,  LIEU  DE  NAISSANCE  ET  EXPERIENCE  DES  EXPLOITANTS 

Le  questionnaire  de  chacune  des  annees  1921,  1926  et  1931  couvre  l'age  et  le  lieu  de  naissance  de  chaque 
exploitant  de  ferme,  le  nombre  d'annees  de  travail  agricole  comme  proprietaire  ou  locataire,  et  le  nombre 
d'annees  pendant  lesquelles  il  a  exploit6  sa  ferme  actuelle.  Dans  le  cas  d'exploitants  nes  en  dehors  du 
Canada  le  nombre  d'annees  de  sejour  au  Canada  est  aussi  releve. 

Age. — Des  88,058  fermiers  ayant  declare  leur  age  en  1931,  0-5  p.c.  avaient  moins  de  20  ans;  4-8  p.c. 
avaient  de  20  a  24  ans;  9-6  p.c,  de  25  a  29  ans;  11-2  p.c,  de  30  a  34  ans;  13-0  p.c,  de  35  4  39  ans;  28-6  p.c;. 
de  40  a  49  ans;  19-5  p.c,  de  50  a  59  ans;  9-6  p.c,  de  60  4  69  ans;  et  3-2  p.c,  70  ans  ou  plus.  Le  tableau  LXI 
donne  l'4ge  des  exploitants  de  ferme  de  1921-1931  et  la  proportion  du  total  contribute  par  chaque  classe. 
II  est  interessant  de  noter  qu'en  1921,  49-8  p.c.  des  fermiers  avaient  40  ans  et  plus  tandis  qu'en  1931,  60-9  p.c 
sont  dans  ce  groupe  d'4ge.  Ceci  semble  indiquer  que  la  jeune  generation  actuelle  ne  reste  pas  aussi  attaches 
4  l'agriculture  que  celle  qui  l'a  precedee.  Cette  conclusion  est  appuyee  par  le  fait  qu'il  n'y  a  que  14-9  p.c 
des  exploitants  faisant  rapport  en  1931  ages  de  moins  de  30  ans  tandis  qu'il  y  en  avait  17-3  p.c  en  1921.

The  information  required  on  this  schedule  has  reference  only  to  "vacant  farms"  and 
"abandoned  farms",  that  is  to  parcels  of  land,  part  or  all  of  which  had  been  brought  under 
the  plough  and  cropped  but  are  now  unoccupied;  in  the  Prairie  Provinces  it  refers  to  farms  upon 
which  a  certain  amount  of  breaking  was  done  and  crops  grown,  and  in  the  other  provinces 
to  farms,  part  or  all  of  which  had  been  cleared  of  trees  and  stumps  and  cropped  but  are 
now  either  "vacant"  or  "abandoned." 

VACANT  FARMS.— A  "vacant"  farm  is  one  which  is  unoccupied  at  the  date  of  the 
Census  and  on  which  a  crop  of  any  kind  was  not  harvested  in  1930  nor  is  under  crops  of  any 
kind  in  1931.  If,  however,  the  farm  is  enclosed  and  used  for  pasture  it  should  not  be  classed 
as  a  vacant  farm  but  should  be  enumerated  on  the  regular  farm  schedule  as  an  "occupied 
farm."  Great  care  should  be  taken  to  report  all  farms  properly,  whether  as  "Occupied 
farms";  "Vacant  farms"  or  "Abandoned  farms." 

ABANDONED  FARMS.— An  "abandoned"  farm  is  one  which  has  been  unoccupied 
during  the  last  several  years,  is  in  arrears  for  taxes,  and  has  to  all  appearances  been  deserted 
by  the  owner.  If  however,  taxes  have  been  paid,  the  farm  should  be  classed  as  a  ''vacant 
farm"  and  not  as  an  "abandoned  farm."  The  payment  of  taxes  indicating  that  the  owner 
has  not  deserted  the  farm  but  intends  to  reoccupy  it  at  a  later  date.  The  enumerator  should 
make  careful  inquiry  on  this  point  so  that  the  farm  may  be  properly  classified  either  as  an 
abandoned  farm  or  as  a  vacant  farm. 

Information  to  reply  to  inquiries  on  this  schedule  may  be  obtained  from  farmers  living 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  unoccupied  farm.  It  would  be  advisable  for  the  enumerator,  before 
etarting  the  census  of  his  area,  to  consult  the  local  assessor's  office  and  obtain  a  list  of  all  farms 
which  fall  under  the  categories  to  be  enumerated  on  this  schedule,  particularly  as  regards 
sections  1,  2,  3  and  4.  An  estimate  of  acreage  of  improved  land  and  of  the  value  of  the  farm 
may  probably  be  correctly  obtained  from  the  occupiers  of  neighbouring  farms.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  CENSUS  DIVISIONS 

There  being  no  fixed  political  divisions  in  Alberta,  corresponding  to  counties  in  Eastern  Canada,  it  has 
been  found  impracticable  to  compare,  for  rural  parts,  the  data  collected  at  any  Census  with  that  of  a  pre- 
vious one  for  smaller  areas  than  the  province  as  a  whole.  To  overcome  this  difficulty,  the  province  has 
been  divided  for  statistical  purposes  into  "Census  Divisions"  and  subdivisions,  as  per  descriptions 
following. 

These  "Census  Divisions"  have  been  so  laid  out  that  as  population  increases,  they  may  be  subdivided 
without  destroying  the  means  of  comparing  the  variations  in  population  and  agriculture  disclosed  by 
decennial  and  quinquennial  censuses. 

A.  map  showing  the  boundaries  of  divisions  and  subdivisions  of  Alberta  is  inserted  on  the  second  page 
of  the  General  Tables  section.
